——Small-pox has broken out among the 
medical students at the Bellevue e 
New York.

——A steamer having as part of its cargo a 
large quantity of dynamite for Russia was 
stopped in the Dardanelies yesterday. 

——The Rev. Wayland Hoyt_ef Brooklyn, 
has declined the call to First Baptist 
Church of Chicago. The declination was an- 
ticipated here. 

——Gambetta is a candidate for the 
temporary Presidency of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies. He will be successtul in 
all probability. 


——William Henry Ostrander, who killed 


his brother at Utica, N. V., last Christmas, 
was convicted yesterday and sentenced to be 
hanged on the L5th of December. 


A sailor while bathing off Pensacola 
Fla., recently was attacked by a shark which 
tore off an arm anda leg, and which after- 
wards devoured his lifeless body. 


——During the last fiscal year there were 
461 persons arrested for tampering with the 
United States mails. Of these 110 persons 
were in the employ of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. 

t is definitly decided that the Presi- 
dent will not nominate an Attorney-General 
until December. Senator Edmunds advised 
him yesterday that Solicitor-General Phillips 
can act under the statute as Attorney-Gen- 
eral during a vacancy. 


——The Mississippi River steamer Mary 
Morton ran into the Rock Island Railroad 
bridge at Davenport at 11 o’clock last night 
and foundered, una it was then believed that 
all on board were lost. Up to this writing, 2 
a. m., no details had been received. 


——The Russian Government, which has 
failed to protect its Jewish citizens, is now 
concerned that so many of them are emi- 
grating to America. The Government will 
make another effort to settle them as farmers 
in the Provinces of Kherson and Ekaterino- 
Slav. 

en. Grant’s friends deny that he tried 
to influence President Arthur to retain 
Tyner. On the contrary, they assert that the 
General urged the appointment of Frank 
Hatton, and told Hatton on the day he ar- 
rived at Washington that he could count on 
his support. 

Roswell P. Flowers was nominated by 
the Democrats of the Eleventh New York 
District yesterday to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of the Hon. Leyi P. Mor- 
ton. The Republicans have nominated 
State Senator Astor, who will almost cer- 
tainly be elected. 


——The September fires in Huron and 
Sanilac Counties, Michigan, burned out 
2,053 families, comprising 9,591 individuals, 
and their loss of property is estimated at 
$1,58°,081. The losses off churches, schools, 
manufacturing establishments, etc., are esti- 
mated at $320,000. The aid received in money 
and in goods aggregates $1,005,632. 

——The New Lörk Republican County 
Convention yesterday indorsed State Senator 
Forster for District-Attorney, Daniet G. Ro 
lins for Surrogatepand Ernest Hall and 8. 
Burdett Hyatt for Judges of the Marine 
Court. Resolutions congratulating the Presi- 
dent and the people on the selection of Judge 
Folger for Secretary of the Treasury were 
adopted. 

——Lieut. Frederick Collins, of the United 
States navy, died yesterday at Washington, 
D. C., of typhoid-fever, after an illness of 
two weeks. Lieut. Collins was considered 
one of the most accomplished officers in the 
naval service. He was appointed a member 
of the Naval Advisory Board to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Capt. Breeze. 

Mr. Hutehius, a colored man who edits 
a paper at Athens, Ga., was put off a train 
on the Northeasthern Railroad, near Atlanta; 
Ga., yesterday, because he refused to leave 
the first-class car to enter the car set apart 
for colored people. Mr. French, a traveling 
salesman for a New York drug house, ad- 
vised Hutchins to bring suit, and Hutchins 
will probably act on the advice. 

——Nine Governors attended the Interna- 
tional Cotton Exposition at Atlanta yester- 
day. Gov. Colquitt delivered a speech of 
welcome, and several of the visiting Govern- 
ors responded. A reception was given to 
the Gubernatorial visitors in the evening, 
when Gov. Colquitt and Gov. Bigelow wore 
cotton suits made from seed cotton picked at 
7 o’clock yesterday morning. 

—Ex-Gov. Jewell, of Connecticut, Chair- 
man of the National Republican Committee, 
has indorsed the Readjuster movement in 
Virginia, and will try to raise funds enough 
to pay the poll-tax of the destituf® colored 
voters, in order that they may be enabled to 
vote. Gov. Jewell thinks that if Virginia is 
wrested from the Lourbons the South will 
never again be the Solid South. 

— An investigation into the management 
of the Cook County Hospital by Warden 
Mills made by the County Commissionéts 
yesterday shows that Mr. Mills has been in 
the habit of paying someof the employés 
under him less money than the County 
Board contemplated paying them. and that 
he paid others more than he ought to have 
paid. Mr. Mills seems to be a law unto him- 


self. 

— Commissioner Thompson, of the New 
York Board of Public Works, says thatethe 
supply of water in the reservoirs of that city 
will not hold out longer than seventeen days 
unless replenished by rain. The newspapers 
are of course considerably alarmed. ‘The 
main pipes are kept filled in order to insure 
a sufficient supply in case of fire. The wells 
are being cleaned out for use. Baths are 
being abandoned. 

——Mr. Forster continues to enfarce the 
Coercion act in Ireland with great vigor. 
Several arrests were made yesterday, includ- 
ing the President of the Kilkenny Land 
League, O'Neill, the Secretary of the Cork 
League, and Stack, a Tralee Fenian. It is 
strange that with the exception of Father 
Sheehy no Roman Catholic priest has been 
yet arrested, although many of them have 
been in the past violent advocates of the 
Land-League doctrines. 

——The Democratic Senators, led by Sena- 
tor Johnston of Virginia, are making a de- 
termined fight against the confirmation of 
Stratham, Democratic Readjuster, as Post- 
master at Lynchburg. The Bourbons have 
suddenly developed great love for wounded 
Union soldiers. Wilson, the present incum- 
bent of the Lynchburg office, is an ex-Union 
soldier, and Senator Johnston is very much 
annoyed that he should be removed. It ap- 
pears Wilson has been in the habit of 
using post-office funds in his private 
business, in direct opposition to the law.- 
Johnston thinks that is only a technical 
er It is probable that the Bour-

bons will filibuster to prevent the confirma- 
tion ot Stratham during the present session. 


Judge Folger, who was yesterday nom- 
inated for Secretary of the Treasury, and 
promptly confirmed, is in his 64th year, hav- 
ing been born at Nantacket April 16, 1818, 
He has been successively Justice of the 
Peace, County Judge, State Senator, As- 
sistant United States Treasurer at New 

rk, Justice of the Court of Appeals, and 
Chief Judge of the same court. He is a Stal- 
wart in politics, but his appointment is said 
to be acceptable toll sections of the Repub- 
lican party in the Empire State. 

——There is some talk about Secretary 
Lineoln’s retirement from the Cabinet to ac- 
cept a foreign mission. Genu. Raum's friends 


are urging that gentleman for Seeretary of 


the Interior, but it is searcely probable that 
he will be appointed to that or any other 
Cabinet position during the present Admin- 
istration. Gen. Raum is reported to have 
said some time ago that he did not want a 
Cabinet position, and that he is well satisfied 
with his present vlace. It is also almost 
certain that Secretary Lincoln will remain 
in the Cabinet. l 

— Superintendent MeGarigle has issued 
instructions to the Chicago police force to 
take notice of obstructions on the streets, 
sidewalks, and alleyways which may hinder 
travel over the same, and to see to it that the 
city ordinance is enforced, particularly in 
the case of contractors wlio are in the habit 
of placing their materials too far out in the 
street and drivers who “back up” to the 
sidewalks. The Superintendent also in- 
structs the men to see that the South Side 
stone-sidewalk ordinance is faithfully ob- 
served. 

— The London papers continue to criti- 
cise Secretary Blaine’s identical note on the 
Panama Canal neutrality question. The 
Daily News thinks that Mr. Blaine’s logic is 
not very powerful, but the Standard is not 
surprised that the United States should con- 
sider any European interference as an un- 
authorized intrusion. Colombia would be 
hampered by a European guarantee when 
the popular vote of that State decrees a 
union with the United States. The Stand- 
ard is evidently preparing itself and its 
readers for the day when the popular vote 
of the Dominion decrees union with the 
United States. 

——Congressman Mark H. Dunnell, of 
Minnesota, was yesterday elected President 
of the Mississippi River Improvement Con- 
vention now being held at St Louis. Gen. 
Gilmore, President of the River Commission, 


read a rather long paper which advocated 


the raising of the beds of water-courses and 
a plentiful expenditure of money in building 
levees. A long series of resolutions 
calling for generous appropriations for vari- 
ous pet schemes of improvement were 
introduced, There seemed to be a very de- 
cided disposition to ignore all reference to 
the improvement of the lllinois River and 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal. 


——Postmaster-General James was nomi- 
nated to be his own successor yesterday. 
The nomination was made in order to clear 
up some doubts as to the meanlue of the law 
which provides that the term of the Post- 
master-Geueral shall expire one month after 
the expiration of the term of the President 
who nominated him. Some san that Mr, James’ 
term expired ene month after the death of 
President Garfield, although this is a rather 
doubtful construction of the statute. There 
is no doubt that Mr. James intends to retire 
from the Cabinet about the Ist of January, 
when he will enter on the duties of Presi- 
dent of a National bank at New York. 


——Judge Folger arrived at Washington 
from Albany about midnight Wednesday, 
and immediately proceeded to the residence 
ofthe President, where he still remains. 
After a Somewhat protracted conference he 
consented to accept the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury. It is said that he will not long re- 
tain the position, but will soon resign to suc- 
ceed Justice Hunt on the Supreme 
Bench of the United States. This state- 
ment is, however, denied with some show 
of authority, and itis said that Judge Folger 
gave up a Chief-Justiceship which paid 
$12,000 per annum for a Secretaryship which 
pays only $8,000 because he has Presidential, 
or at least Senatorial, ambitions. 


——lIlenry George, the well-known Ameri- 
can author. Fables from Dublin to a New 
York weekly paper that though the Land- 
Leaguers have ceased to hold public meet- 
ings they continue to meet privately in 
chapels and private houses, The Lady 
Land-Leaguers, led by Miss Anna Parnell, 
continue to hold publie demonstrations, and 
are working vigorously tospread their organ- 
ization. Mr. George describes the strict watch 
kept on the prisoners in Kilmanham Jail. 
United Iretand, the Land-League organ, ap- 
peals to the Irish-Americans to sustain the 
organization. Apathy on the part of our 
transatlantic brethren,“ it says, means 
death.” It fires a few hot shots at Arch- 
bishop Croke and the Catholic clergy. 

——Among the nominations sent to the 
Senate yesterday by the Tresident were: 
Frank Hatton, of the Burlington Hawkeye, 
to be First-Assistant Postmaster-General. 
vice Tyner, resigned; Charles Kahlo, of In- 
diana, who was nominated for Qensul-Gen- 
eral at Berlin by President ield, but 
whose nomination to that position was 
subsesequently recalled, to be Consul 
at Sydney, Australia; II. J. Rams 
dell, a special friend of Secretary Blaine, 
and whose nomination had been agreed on 
by President Garfield, to be Register of Wills 
of the District of Columbia; ex-Gov. John 
L. Beveridge, of Evanston, III., to be United 
States Assistant-Treasurer at Chicago, vice 
Frank Gilbert; Charles Y. Osburn, to be Col- 
lector of Customs ef the Superior District at 
Marquette: J. A. Leonard, of Rochester, 
Miun., who was nominated by President 
Garfield on the day he was shot, Consul at 
Leith; Milton C. Elstner, United States 
Attorney for the Western District of Louisi- 
ana. 

——There was no nomination for Attorney- 
General yesterday, and it is now generally 
believed that a nomination will not be made 
for that office before Congress meets in reg- 
ular session. Should Attorney-General 
MacVeagh positively refuse to continue in 
the Cabinet until December it is thought 
that Solieitor-General Phillips will be ap- 
pointed Acting Attorney-General, although 
rumor has it that Mr. Emery Storrs, of Chi- 
cago, may be appointed to that office for 
the special purpose of conducting the star- 
route prosecutions.

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 27.—Charles J. 
Folger, of New York, has been nominated 


and confirmed as Secretary of the Treasury, 


and has accepted. Judger Folger arrived 
here near midnight last night. He proceeded 
directly to the house of President Arthur, 
had a protracted conference with him, and 
still remains his guest. During the night 
Judge Folger accepted the portfolio, and 
came to a definit understanding with Presi- 
dent Arthur. What that understanding is 
possibly may never be known. ‘There are 
rumors that Judge Folger has only consented 
to surrender his present position, which is 
practically one of $12,000 for life, for the 
Cabinet at $8,000 and for a short term, on the 
condition that, when Mr. Justice Hunt shall 
be retired from the United States Supreme 
Court, either by an enabling act of Con- 
gress or otherwise, he (Folger)shail 
appointed to that position, which he would, 
of course, consider a promotion trom the 
New York Court of Appeals Bench, and 
which would satisfy his professional ambi- 
tion. But this is strenuously and authorita- 
tively denied. 
ANOTHER REPORT 

isthat Judge Folger is weary of the arduous 
work upon the Bench of the Court of Ap- 
peals, for he is a very painstaking Judge, 
and that he desires to relieve himself of it, 
and to enter an arena which affords broader 
opportunity for politics, the theory being 
that he has Presidential aspirations, or that 
he possibly may be a candidate for the next 
vacancy to the United States Senate from 
New York. ‘The question of salary is not so 
much considered today as it was yesterday, 
since it is learned that Judge Folger is 
aman of wealth Whatever his purposes, 
Judge Folger is Secretary of the Treasury, 
for his confirmation was a mere matier of 
form. It will be remembered that when 
Judge Folger was spoken of as a possiole 
member of Garfield’s Cabinet, after his re- 
turn from his trip to Mentor, the point was 
raised that he was ineligible tor the position 
for the reason that he had a claim pemding 
on account of services rendered as Disburs- 
ing Agent when he was Assistant ‘Treisurer 
at New York. However much that claim 
may have affected his ineligibility at that 
time, it is no longer a living issue, for the 
Court of Claims decided the case against 
Judge Folger, and within a few months the 
United States Supreme Court has affinmed 
the decision of the Court of Claims, so that 
the claim no longer exists, 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
considered the Folger case long enough to 
be satisfied upon this point, when he was 
immediately reported favorably, and avas con- 
firmed’ unanimously. Secretary Windom 
waited upon Judge Folger, and will, at the 
proper time, introduce him to the officers of 
the Treasury Department. Judge Folger is 
a hale, hearty, fine-looking man, 62 years of 
age, and will. make a fine figure, certainly, 
in social circles at Washington. He is 
familiar with the Treasury business, having 
for a very considerable period been Assist- 
ant United States Sub-Treasurer at New 


York, 
OF COURSE. 

A friend of Folger says the President ten- 
dered him the Secretaryship of the Treasury 
before he offered it to Gov. Morgan, but that 
Folger did not wish to leave the Bench. 
Subsequentiy, Gov. Morgan thought that he 
would like to have the position, but, after it 
was tendered to him and he had been con- 
firmed, his wite and doctor persuaded him 
that he could not live six monthsif he ac- 
cepted, so he declined. Then Arthur re- 
turned to Folger, and the latter, out of pure 
friendship to Arthur, at great personal sac~ 
rifice, and without any arrangement as to 
the future, accepted the place.

ONE OK NEW YORK’S ABLEST JUDGES.

A BITTER CUPFUL HELD UP TO MR. GILBERT.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—Frank. Gil- 
bert will be United States Sub-Treasurer at 
Chicago to the close of business hours to- 
morrow.

WOULD EXPIRE TOMORROW. 

Tomorrow will be exactly four years from 
the date of his confirmation. Whether Mr. 
Gilbert knew it or not, he does not seem to 
have taken any steps to secure his own reap- 
pointment. At least, it cannot be learned 
that either of the Senators from IIlinois had 
been requested by him to use their 
influence on his behalf. It happens that the 
position of the United States Treasurer is 
one of the offices whose functions cease ab- 


solutely at the time of the expiration of their 


commission, and that their bondsmen, ac- 
cording to the decisions of the courts, cannot 
be held one moment after that time.

The 
result was a conclusion to send in the name 
of John L. Beveridge forthwith, which was 
done today, and Gen. Beveridge was con- 
firmed soon after he was nominated, and 
without objection. The report that Mr. Gil- 
bert has been removed, therefore, is an 
error. His commission had expired, and it 
became necessary for the Government to 
have some ove immediately in that office.

BReturved from the Burnt District. 
DetTRoIT, Mich., Oct. 27.—G. H. Willams, of 

Pittsburg, returned tonight from a second visit 

to the district devasted by the Septembeg fires, 

and makes the following summary of the pres- 
ent condition and the prospective needs of 
these allilicted people. I have been through 
much of the burnt district, and conversed with 


agents and others about the condition of the 


people as to health and supplies. There are 
many sick people lying without sufficient shel- 
ter, bedding conveniences, and wedicines. 
There is not a sufficient quantity of stoves, bed- 
ding, men’s heavy overcoats, woolen shirts, 
women's woolen underciothing, miitens or 
hosiery, infants’ clothing, men and 


women's boots and shoes, large sizes of 
good quality for winter wear. There is a de- 
ticieucy in delicacies and nourisbing diet for the 
sick, and couvalesemg. and convalescent. There 
has been about govu,0uU of cash subseriptions, or 
about $200 to each family. To provide shelter, 
essential furniture, bed-clothing, underwear, 
medicine and attendance, feed for one cow and 
one team, aud food till next harvest taere sbould 
buve been collected $400 to each family, or a 
round S.,. The commission cannot well 
get ulong with tess than S., waking a total 
of ,o in cash subétriptions. I have seen no 
estimate based upon accurate Knowledge of 
what bas been aud remaiss to be done 
for reducing these figures. The rains, coming 
atter the loum dry season, have filled wells with 
surface wuter containing organic matter, pro- 
duculg malaria one typuus. Measies and pneu- 
monita also prevail. Ladies from the Auxiliary 
Aid Society of Detroit are imspecting the re- 
gion, with a view of making suitable provision 
tor the sick.”

Ex-Senator McDonald, of Indiaua, on 
Protection vs. Free Trade.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 27.—Ex-Senator Mo- 
Donald, in an interview, states bis position upon 
the question of protection vs. free trade, raised 
by the Atlanta speech of Senator Voorhees. 
Although declining to discuss the views of Mr. 
Voorhees, upon the ground that he not yet 
read his speech, he takes ground which is ex- 
actly opposit to that of bis former colleague in 
the Senate. He asserts that protection should 
be simply incident to and not the object 
or purpose of the tariff, and holds 
that, so long as a tariff is neces- 
sary to provide means for the Federal 
Government, it should be a tariff for revenue 
only, and so arranged as to increase rather than 
prevent competiuon between foreign and home 
industries. He @iselaime the idea that the 
phrase “a tariff for revenue oniy” was an acci- 
dental deciaration of the Ciacinnati piatform, 
and contends that it was simply a renewed in- 
dursement of the principle more fully and 
clearly stated in the St. Louis platform of 187u. 
His judgment is that a tariff tor revenue only 
will be the doctrine and pol.cy of the Demo- 
cratic party, (ad anticipates that that question 
and a declaration in favor of free trade as the 
ultimate soluuon will be very generally the 
theme of discussion on the Democratic side in 
the next Presidential campaign.

O., Oct. 27.—In the Common Pleas 
Court this mornme Judge Green stated that 
certain legai.steps taken by the Court had met 
with interference in Cuyahoga County, which 
would not be overlooked. After entering into a 
brief review of the Vanderbilt-Jewert case, be 
suid it became hi#imperative duty to vindicate 
and sustain the court. On account of feebie 
bealth, he bad called upon Attorney-General 
Nash and Judge Gilmore to assist him. The 
Judge wasof the opinion that certain Vander- 
bilt agents should be called before the court to 
answer for alleged contempt. The prosecut- 
ing attorney, through Judge Gilmore, filed 
information to the effect that J. H. Devereux 
and Stevenson Burke. of Cleveland, had vio- 
lated a restraining order of s court by par- 
ticipating in the election of officers of the Ohio 
Railway, so-called, and accepting office result- 
tng from said election. 

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST THEM 
were commenced under Sec. 5,581 Revised 
Statutes. The Hon. George K. Nash, on behalf 
of the Prosecuting Attorney, filed information 
tothe effect that Stevensun Burke had inter- 
fered with William H. Clement while the latter 
Was attempting to assume control of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati 4 Indian- 
apolis Raiirvad, now part of the Ohio 
Railroad, so-called, as Receiver by virtue of an 
appointment of the Court of Common Pleas of 
Franklin County. Action is brought against 
Mr. Burke under the first clause of Sec. 
5.¢39, Revised Statutes. Entries setting forth 
the facts alleged in the information were pre- 
pared and filed with the Clerk, but were with- 
drawn by order of Judge Green and placed in 
charge of Mr. Nash, and the Clerk was di- 
rected not to make out writs of attachment for 
Messrs. Devereux and Burke until the court 
bad instructed him to place the entries on ree 
ord. 
THIS ACTION 
placed the papers beyond the reach of the press. 
It is understood that Judge Green's object in 
stopping where he did was to wait and see what 
phase the fight had assumed in the Supreme 
Court.

What the Managers of the Chicago 
Roads Have to Say About the New 
State Tariff. 

The railroad companies centering in this city 
have as yet taken no action in regard to the 
adoption of the new tariff issued by the Kail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners of Illinois. 
When the new rates were first made public it 
was proposed to hold a meeting of the various 
roads interested for the purpose of taking 
measures to fight the new schedule. But it 
looks now as if the project had been given up, 
many of the leading Chicago roads being of the 
opinion that it would do no good to tight the 
tariff, the prejudice ugainst the railroads being 
80 great, and that more can be accomplished 
by adopting the new rates and then showing by 
the result that the Whole thing was gotten up 
against Chicago, and that Chicago shippers will 
net be able tocompete avainst their competitors 
in the interior of the State. 

The Genera] Managers of the various roads 
say that their opposition to the new tariff is not 
so mue on account of the local rates being too 
low, but because it prevents them from com- 
pet ing for Easterg business trom interior points 
against the roads/that make sbort cuts across 
the State. These roads will take business to 
the nearest cros of any of the Chicago lines, 
and from puints to Eastern seaboard 
points they can adopt Chicago rates, if they de- 
sire—and they undoubtedly do. Thus, while e 
roads ruunm across the State would Bave to 
charge tariff rates only fora short mileage to 
the nearest crossings, the Chicago roads would 
bave to charge rates fur a long mileage to Chi- 
cago, which, if added to the rates from this city 
to the East, would be much higher than the 
through rates by the lines making sbort cuts 
across the State. Therefore tne Chicago rounds 
could not possibly cumpete and bring business 
to Chicago, as they bave been doing here- 
tofore. Besides this, all the business within 
a radius of 10 miles or more of the 
Mississippi River would go to St. Louis or Cairo, 
and there tuke advantage of the low rates by 
Gouid's barge lines dowu the Mississippi. 

Tuo sbow just bow the new tarid will work 
against Chicago, the foliowing facts and figures 
were given toa TRIBUNE representative by one 
of the managers: ? 

Take, for instance, a point on the Llinois Cen- 
tra! 150 miles from Chicago. The rate on wheat, 
under the State taritf, is 12.65 cents, and on corn 
11.50 cents, while froin the same point to Kanka- 
kee, where the lilinvis Central connects witb the 
Kankakee Line for Eastern pvints, the rate on 
wheat 1s 10.85 cefits and v. cents on corn—a dif- 
ference of about two cents against Chicago: 
while the rate to Eastern points from Kanka- 
kee is the same as from Chicago. On mercuan- 
dise, dry goods, groceries, et., the rates by the 
State tariff from Chicago to the point above re- 
ferred to (150 tnitles) are as follows: First class, 
43 cents; second class, & cents; third ciass, 
24.50 cents; fourth class, 24 cents; while from 
Kankakee the rates are: First Class, # cents; 
second ciass, 32.5) cents; third class, 26.20 cents; 
fourth class, 18 cents, or a difference of from 
live to eight cents in favor of Kankakee. Un- 
der these circumstances busiuess would certain- 
ly be diverted from Chicugo to Kankakee. The 
sume can be said regarding the rates to Joliet, 
where the Michigan Ceutrul bas a terminus, and 
from which point it makes the sawe rates as 
from Chicago. This condition of things will ex- 
ist in a more or less ugyravated form at all other 
eonnecting points on Chicago roads. All busi- 
ness within a radius of fifty to 100 miles ofa 
connecting point between Cnicagb and the Mis- 
sissippi will take Eastern connections at the 
nearest points, especially at Ashland, Beards- 
town, Lincoln. and Bloomington, 

Now, if the Chicago rounds would make the 
rates to Chicago so as to compete with tne in- 
terior competing points, the) would come into 
contlict with the law. The law provides that if 
the railroads charge a larger rate fora lesser 
distance than for a greater One, they shall be 
subject to punishwent for unjust discrimina- 
tion. If the Alton, for instance, should make a 
rate from Ashland, wr the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy from Beardstown, to enabie them to 
bring business to Chicago in competition with 
the Eastern lines from those points, they would 
be obliged to baul similar freight from all sta- 
tions between those points and Chicago at a rate 
which would de less than the rate from Beurds- 
town and Ashland. Jf a rate is made against 
the competiuop of 10 cents, grain to Chicago, 
the Chicugo, Burlington & Quincy and Alton 
Rouds would be obliged to make a rate less than 
10 cents from all points between tbose stu- 
tions and Chicago, and at each point the 
rate would have to be less, which would 
leave a mere bagatelle before half the distance 
had been accomplished. If these roads are com- 
pelled to adbere rigidly to tariff rates, they 
must. in self-defense, let the business go to the 
East from Beardstown and Ashiand, instead of 
bringing it to Chicago. And tho same applies to 
all other junction points. All that the Chicago 
roads can do, the managers say, if tbe new rates 
are put into effect,is totake business for the 
East to the nearest junction point, and the Chi- 
cagu — and merchants must try to get 
uloug as t they can.

The Vanderbilt roads continue to sell rebate 
tickets to New York for $9.25 net. and@to Los- 
ton, via Troy and Albany. for $10.25 net. The 
Pennsyivania and Baltimore & Ohio also adhere 
to the rates previously eee een hi 814 
to New York, $13 to Pohiladciphia, and 812 to 
Baltimore, without rebates. Whether the Penn- 
sylvania can afford to keep up rates so much 
higher than the other rouds to New York will 
depend in a great measure upon the success of 
their fast train, which they iutend to run un and 
after Nov. 1. 

As the Grand Trunk rates are so much lower 
than the rates by other lines, it gets the great 
bulk of the Boston and New Lork business, 
and the clerks at its office are aguiu as busy as 
beavers in I of cheap tickets. They 
cluim to buve sold about 300 New York tickets 
alone during the last two days. 


The Question of a New Union Depot in 
Cincinnati Not Vet Settled.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 27.—The friends of the 
new union depot enterprise were greatly de- 
pressed today by the report that the ordinance 
by which certain streets and alieys are vacated 
and the Cinaciunati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & 
Chicago Company empowered to construgt the 
proposed building, would be vetoed by Mayer 
Means. The ordinance was got through the 
Council with difficulty because of the habit of 
municipal statesmen of levying pretty heavily 
on the pruprietors of large enterprises and for 
their influence in prolonging the necessary leg- 
islation.

A Monument Erected to Thoms H. 
Seymour of Connecticut. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 27.—A monument was 
dedicated today in Cedar Hill Cemetery to the 
memory of Gen. Thomas H. Seymour, who died 
inthis city in 1868. His great personal popu- 
larity and eminent public services won him a 
bigh piace among the famous men of Connecti- 
cut. He was a native of Hartford, born in 1807, 
was a member ot the Twenty-eighth Congress, 
Colonel of the Ninth Connecticut Kegiment 
in the Mexican war, Governor from 1850 to 
1853, and Ambassador to KRussia from 
1 to 1858. The project of erecting 
1 onument to his memory has long 
been in contemplation, and funds recently 
raised euabled the purchase of a suitable me- 
morial. It is of polished granit, thirty-three 
feet in hight.

THE Pic men must gol This fiat will 
be very clear to Chicagoans when they read 
this morning that John L. Beveridge has 
been appointed Assistant United States 
Tyeasurer in this city to sueceed Frank Gil- 
bert. Mr. Gilbert is a relative of Cd. Robert 
G. Ingersoll, who is one of the Plumed 
Knight’s closest friends. The appointment 
of Gilbert was about the only favor which 
Col. Ingersoll asked of the Hayes Admin- 
istration, and his retention by Garfield was 
understood te be in deference to Col. Inger- 
soll’s wishes. No Republican will deny that 
the peerless orator has strong claims upon 
the party in whose@benaif his eloquence has 
been used so effectively; but Col. Ingersoll 
is the friend of Blaine, and hence Ingersoll’s 
friend must go. This is not all. Gilbert, an 
efficient officer, but a Blaine man, gives way 
to Beveridge, whose sole claim consists in 
his futile attempt to wisrepresent his district 
in the interest of a third term in the Chicago 
Convention. The Third Congressional Dis- 
trict did not send asingle third-term dele- 
gate to the State Con vention. Indeed, there 
was. not an avowed third-term man in the 
County Convention from that district. But 
when the State Convention was seized by the 
third-termers, under the operation of Boss 
rule, the Third Congressional District was 
disfranchised, and Mr. Beveridge and an- 
other third-termer were appointed to misrep- 
resent that district in the National Conven- 
tion. Mr. Beveridge and his confrere were 
unceremoniously hustled out, and Messrs. 
Elliott Anthony and Washington [less re- 
instated as the representatives of the Third 
Congressional District, in conformance with 
the rule of district rights adopted by the Na- 
tional Convention. But it seems that Mr. 
Beveridge’s willingness to nullify the popu- 
lar voice in his distriet in order to advance 
the interests of third-termism has been re- 
warded by President Arthur with an ap- 
pointment whieh serves at the same time to 
give a blow at one of Blaine's nearest 
friends and one of the Republican party’s 
most effective and unselfish workers. 


Ex-AssISTANT-POSTMASTER-GENERAL TY- 
NER’s remarkable performance in personally 
investigating the frauds of the star-route rob- 
beries, and preparing an elaborate report ex- 
posing them, and then locking that report 
carefully up in his desk, recalls a story told 
of ex-President Buchanan. of a somewhat 
similar proceeding.

In controlling both the custom-house of the 
port of New York and the Treasurv De- 
partment of the National Government 
New York politicians practically man- 
age both the collection and disbursement 
of the National revenues. It is an 
unequal and dangerous discrimination against 
the rest of the Union. It concentrates too 
much power and too much patronage in the 
hands of a local clique. There is also the 
formidable objection of Wall street influ- 
ences, which always have sought and always 
will seek to shape the financial policy of the 
Government to suit the selfish interests of 
the stock speculators and the money-changers. 
It was Conkling’s concern about the New 
York Custom-House and the Wall street in- 
terests which prompted him to demand from 
President Garfield the privilege of dictating 
the appointment of his Secretary of the 
Treasury; but it was President Garfield’s 
strong sense of fitness, duty, and public wel- 
fare which led him to resist that demand 
even to the extremity of Conkling’s lasting 
enmity and open warfare. 


THE COOK COUNTY JAIL. 

The report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the condition of the 
County Jail contains at least two recom- 
mendations which ought to be adopted at 
once upon the score of morality and econo- 
my. Werefer to the provision of employ- 
ment for the inmates and the urgent neces- 
sity for separating boys from adults, and 
especially from old offenders. So far as the 
condition of the jail is concerned, it is cheer- 
ing to know that it is as cleanly and healthy 
as could be expected, and that no complaint 
can be found with the food furnished the in- 
mates. In these respects our jail will com- 
pare favorably with any similar institution 
elsewhere. A prompt attendance to the 
suggestions noted above will still further 
tend to place the jail in a position which will 
make it a model institution.

reasons are familiar to the publie, but the 
circumstances connected with Judge Fol- 
ger’s claim for enormous extra pay are not 
sé generally known. A recital of the facts 
may be of interest at this time. 

Folger was Assistant Treasurer at New 
York from Nav. 16, 1869, to July 1, 1870, or 
seven months and fourteen days. During 
that period his clerks received from the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue and disposed 
by sale of $3,469,477 worth of common rev- 
enue stamps and $28,914 of proprietary 
stamps. The Government allowed a commis- 
sion of 5 per cent in cash on sales of the for- 
mer and 10 per cent on sales of the latter. 
This commission was allowed by the Internal 
Revenue office at Washington to purchasers 
of stamps at wholesale, who bought to sell 
again. A supply of stamps was put in the 
custody of the Sub-Treasury at New York, 
to be handed out by clerks, s6 that purchasers 
in that city might enjoy the same advantages 
as those who bought directly from the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue. Folger did, 
in fact, allow full tommissions to purchasers 
atthe Sub-Treasury, and paid outin this man- 
ner $173,277 to those who bought internal 
revenue stamps, and $2,675 to those who 
bought proprietary stamps. When the ac- 
counts had all been settled he claimed that 
he was personally entitled to the commissions 
which he had already allowed to purchasers 
of stamps, and set up this preposterous 
claim against the United States for the full 
amount, with interest, or $185,296—the work 
having been done by clerks paid by the Gov- 
ernment. 

There was nota shadow of right, justice, 
or equity in the claim. Folger had once 
paid the commissions to purchasers as the 
law provided. In attemptifig to obtain an- 
other commission on the same stamps for his 
personal benefit he was seeking to take ad- 
vantage of his own negligence, supposing 
that the previous construction of the law Dy 
him was erroneous. But in any case the 
claim was purely technical and dishonest. 
It had not an element of justice init. The 
Judge was Sub-Treasurer 226 days. He had 
a salary of $8,000 per annum for his services. 
His claim over end above his salary 
amounted to an average of $818 per day for 
his whole term of service! Yet the sale 
of revenue stamps dewlv 0 additional 
labor upon him; did not the amount 
of his bond, or add to his responsibilities in 
any manner. He would have been liable to 
receive and take charge of the funds realized 
from the salewf stamps, even if they had 
been disposed of by another agent. 

The Court of Claims rejected the Folger 
claim by a unanimous vote. The following 
extracts from the opinion of the court, d 
livered by Judge J. C. Bancroft Davis, a 
jurist of acknowledged reputation, cover the 


main points in the case:

LOADING AND UNLOADING 
FREIGHT AND CARS. 
We have hitherto called publie attention to 


the new schedule of freight rates adopted by 


the Board of Railway Commissioners of this 
State, which increases the maximum rates of 
freights on pretty much all the produce and 
merchandise transported over the railrveds 
within this State on hauls of less than 150 
miles. We have shown that this increase is 
on the rates as compared with the in- 
ted ones of 1873, when the cost of rail- 
ay service was about 35 per cent greater 
than in 1881; that the increase is on the 
hauls not exceeding 150 miles; that these 
hauls embrace 80 to 90 per cent of all the 
transportation done by-rail in this State; and 
that the reduction of rates applies only to 
long hauls, which de not include more than 
20 or perhaps 10 per cent, if Indeed so much, 
of the transportation done in the State. In- 
stead of reducing the rates of transvortation 
generally at least 30 per eent, this Board of 
Railroad Commissioners advanced the rates 
an average of 15 per cent on at least 50 per 
cent of the business and reduced the old 
rates about the same average proportion on 
the remaining 20 per cent of the traffic, mak- 
ing the net inerease of rates on the whole 
business about 10 or 12 per cent, instead of a 
reduction of 33, as 2 ought to be. 

The action of these Commissioners itself 
was barefaced enough, but the cheek of the 
Commissioners was exhibited on putting 
forth as an apology for their conduct such 
stuff as this: 


When a railroad has once paid the cost of load- 
ing a car of freight and connecting it with a 
train, the distunce which that car is bauled on 
that road thereafter cuts a very iasignificant 
figure in the cost of {ts transportation. The 
terminal charger and expenses, imeluding the 
handli M of freight, Lie switching o cars, and all 
the work nedassary Lefore the haul commences and 
after it ends, cost more than the actual bauil 
itself. All of this terminal expense is the same 
whether tue baul be one of ten miles or 500 
miles. It is a misunderstanding of this vital 
fact which constantly produces friction be- 
tween the ruilroads and the shippers. The lat- 


| ter are constantly tostituting comparisons be- 


tween the rates, for instance, between Circago 
and ne seaboard with the rates between Chica- 
gO aud the interior poiuts from which they ship. 

Now, what is the fact as to this cost of 
loading and wnioading? The schedules 
published by the Railroad Commissioners 
are the rates fixed for freight shipped by the 
car-load. In every case, where freight is 
shipped by the car-load, the whole cost of 
loading and unloading is paid by the shipper 
and consignee, and the railroad company also 
collects a charge for switching! the car, 
both at the place of shipment and at the 
fr of delivery! The ears are loaded and 

nloaded generally by, and always at the 

ost of, the owners of the freight. When 
the car is loaded at a lumber-yard, or coal- 
yard, or cattle-yard, or warehouse, or at any 
place other than the railroad freight depot, 
the railroads compel the payment of the cost 
of switching, and at the tesminus the unload- 
ing is done at the expense of the consignee. 

Itis only when goods are shipped other 
than by the car-load that the loading and un- 
loading is done by the company, and in all 
such cases the cost of transportation is 
largely in excess of the rates presesibed by 
the Commissioners for car-loads! These 
facts are notorious, and the Commissioners 
but insult publie intelligenee by holding out 
the pretense that the cost of loading and un- 
loading freight to be shipped by the car-load 
forms any part of the cost to be paid for 
transportation. 

lf the Commissioners are not aware that 
these charges are paid by the shippers and 
consignees, then their ignorance, which is 
possible, is disgraceful; two of them have 
been drawing salaries for several years, and 
ought in that time to have picked up some in- 
formation. If they did know of these things, 
then their increase of the rates of transpor- 
tation because of the cost of loading and un- 
loading and switching the cars, which is all 
paid by the shippers and consignees, is an 
additiond! circumstance showing their con- 
tempt for the public interests and their 
slavish subserviency to the railroads. 

The more this remarkable schedule of 
maximum rates is examined and studied, the 
cleurer appears the uselesness of this board, 
and the more lamentable the mistake of the 
Legislature at the last session in permitting 


its retention in office. 
— 


A Sr. Lovis man has invented a machine 
by means of which an opera audience may un- 
derstand what is going on upon’the stage. The 
fact is worthy ef special note, because it is the 
first admission from any partof the United 
States thai all American audien are not per- 
fectly familiar with the language themes 
of all Italian operas, for which they pay so much 
more than for any other entertainments. The 
St. Louis machine is a sort of descriptive pano- 
rama of the opera. It was invented by a river 
Captalg.“ and was doubtiess suggested by Ban- 
vand's Panorama of the Mississippi, which is 
stillone of the favorit spectacular: entertain- 
ments in St. Louis. The new invention, as far 
as yet perfected, only explains in written En- 
lish what is being said and done by the singers 
on the stage. For instance, in the opera of 
* Mignoo,”” when it is time for Frederick to 
appear, the panorama~—which has deen 
steadily rollmg—wiill present the name of 
the person taking that role: it will an- 
nounce, say, Miss Cary as Frederick,”’ and 
then it will continue to unroil a translation 
of what Frederick is singing, together with pos- 
sibly sowe explanation of who Frederick is, what 
kind of a character be bears in good society, 
what his expectations are when the governor 
dies, and soon. The panorama is to be placed 
either on one corner of the stage or in front of 
the orchestra. When placed iu the latter posi- 
tion it would bide the orchestra from the audi- 
ence. While this would be objectionabie in 
some respects, it would be compensated by the 
fact that the orchestra would secure greater 
privacy, and need not go out for their beer. It 
is also here suggested to St. Louis managers 
that, when the panorama is so placed, an or- 
cbestrion, or even a good band-organ, might be 
substituted for the orchestra, at a great reduc- 
tion of expense—the organ could be run by the 
sume power that usrolls che panorama. The 
St. Louis man in announcing this invention for 
making opera inteiligibie to his  feliow- 
citizens has cruelly and ruthiesly torn 
aside the veil from the fact that opera 
is not understood there, that many per- 
sons who have been persuading themselves 
that they understood Italian artas quite as well 
as negro melodies bave begun to suspect that 
there was something rotten in Deamark, and 
when ‘be inventor of the machine comes to ex- 
plain the moral character, social standing, and 
oceupations of the persons in such operas as 
Don Giovanni we expect to hear of trouble 
in social circies in St. Louis.

Mayor 
Means looked at him for a moment, and then 
said, No, sir, I won't,” and turned on bis heel 
and walked off. 


A SHOCKING case of cruelty to a child has 
been brought to light in Boston. A drunken 
pair named Cotter were the parents ot an 11 
year-old girl, and fora long time the neighbor- 
hood in which they lived has been stirred up by 
the opr practiced on the child, until final- 
ly the interV@ntion of the Humane Society was 
secured. It was learned that the parents of the 
girl were in the habit of beating her over the 
head with a hob-nailed shoe, and depriving her 
of food for days at a time. When the Humane 
Society's representative reached the house he 
could do nothing but endeavor to secure the 
consent of the parentsto the child's removal, 
and this, of course, wasrefused. Last Thursday 
a Dr. Bidwell was appealed to by a woman who 
lived in the same douse with the Cötters, she 
stating that the girl was being murdered. He 
investigated the matter at once, and found the 
victim of parental anger to be in a moribund 
condition. One eye was closed, the result of 
violence, and the bead was badly bruised and 
swoilen. On the following day the girl died, 
and now there is to be an investigation, which, 
it is to be hoped, will result in th holding of the 
Cotters for murder. 


Tae New York Times in looking up some 
of Tyner's records has discovered that one of 
Tyner's personal friends, with whom the As- 
sistant Postmaster-General makes his head- 
quarters while bunting in the far West, is Post- 
master at Laramie, witha salary of $2,100 per 
annum and an allowance of $1,200 for clerk hire.

THE LAND COMMISSION. 
Special Cable. 

Dusit, Oct. 27.—The work of the Land 
Commission is beim eut out for it with a 
vengeanee. There have been 2,250 applica- 
tions to fix fair rents, and no fewer than 
30,000 applications for forms have been sent 
out. The peasant proprietary clauses are 
likely to prove abortive for @ant of 
response from the tenants. No fewer than 
400 landlords have intimated that they are 
willing to sell their estates, but nota single 
tenant has expressed the wish to 
buy. No doubt the tenants imagine that 
under the Land act they own the 
land quite well enough already,. without 
going to the expense of buying it. The fif- 
teen Commissioners and their a@sistants have 
twice had a conference regarding the ar- 
rangements for sub-commissions in the 
country. It has been decided to commence 
operations next week in the northern coun- 
ties. 

THE LADIES’ LEAGUE. 

The first interference with the Ladies’ 
League by police took place today at Ballin- 
tra, County Donegal, where a head Consta- 
ble stepped in at a meeting and turned 
the ladies out, cautioning them no 
to meet again. The’ Ladies’ League 
met today in Dublin. It was 
reported that during the week seven new 
branches and five children’s branches had 
been formed. Miss Parnell has given notice 
of a motion to form an association exclusive- 
ly to attend to the wants of the political 
prisoners and their families. * 

THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL 
today issued notice to all Postmasters, sub- 
Postmasters, and post-office servants in Ire- 
land warning them against joining the Land 
League, which had been declared an illegal 
and unlawful association, and ordering all 
who may at present be members of the 
League to sever their connection at once on 
pain of dismissal. 
WARNED.

All 
allusiou to matters political is strictiy prohib- 
ited. Waiting visitors are compelled to stand 
outside the jail, exposed to all sorts of weather. 
Even ladies are kept vainly waiting on their 
feet all day in the rain. All letters addressed to 
prisovers are closely read. The ladies of the 
Land League are working with industry and 
intrepidity. Anna Parnell in peace is nguting 
as heroically to save her people as the Maid of 
Orleans ever fought in war. They are rapidly 
procuring ready-made houses for the evicted. 
Miss Parnell telis me £50,000 will soon be re- 
quired.

DAVENPORT, Ia., Oct. 27.—About half - past 10 
tonight the whistle on the bridge sounded 
an alarm, which was at once taken 
up by the fire beils. Other 
whistles from the river and shouts of men di- 
rected the gathering crowds to the river, where 
loud cries for help were heard, and the sound of 
escaping steam showed that some disaster had 
occurred. It was learned that 

THE STEAMER JENNIE GILCHRIST 
left this point at about 10 o'clock, bound for up- 
the-river-points, with two barges,a heavy load of 
freight, and a good list of passengers. When just 
above the Government bridge, the engines 
became unmanageable, probably through the 
giving way of the cam-rods. The current in 
the river runs at that point with 
ASTONISHING RAPIDITY, 
and the boat was borne down upon the bridge. 
The impending disaster paralyzed the passen- 
gers and crew, and no effort was made to avert 
it. In a moment the steamer crashed against 
the bridge with tremendous force. It 
was cureened as it struck, and the water came 
pouring over the guards. At the same time the 
weights slipped off the safety-valve, and 
THE STEAM POURED OUT OF THE BOILERS 
upon the heipless people. Some jumped head- 
long into the water, while others rushed upon 
barges and some staid to be scalded to death. 
THE HEARTRENDING SHRIEKS 

of the sufferers rose avove the sound of the 
steam, and were plainly heard by the people on 
shore. The latter were unable to render any 
assistance, tur pearly’ all the skiffs 
and row-boats have been placed in 
winter quarters. The feelings of the spectators 
on the shore who knew that human beings were 
dying before their faces and were unable to 
help them were terribly agonizing. After a 


time 
TWO STEAMERS 


lying by the bank were manned and started to 
the rescue. These worked for hours, and have 
succeeded in rescuing all of the crew but four, 
and five of the passengers. There were on board 
the ill-fated steamer twenty-three persons, 
four of whom were women. Only one female 
has so far been saved. Of the rescued two are 
SCALDED IN THE MOST TERRIBLE MANNER, 
the skin being boiled from tne flesh in strips. 
Another has been crushed between two timbers, 
and very badly injured. They are all 
being cared for as well as possible, and 
it is hoped that all will live. No hopes 
are now entertained that any more will be res- 
cued alive. 
THE NIGHT IS VERY DARK 

and the throng from the South has rendered it 
very difficult to search.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Rock ISL. AND, III., Oct. 28.—The Argus will give 
the following account in this evening's 
editon: A little after 10 o’clock the Jennie 
Gilerist left Rock Island with thirteen 
passengers and sixteen men of the crew 
aboard. It passed through the bridge and got 
about one-half amile above it, when at 10:30 
the engineer discovered that the cam-rod which 
is used to reverse the wheel was broken, and 
the boat at once 

BEGAN DRIFTING 
rapidly down stream. The swolien river gave 
the current additional force, and swiftly the 
craft went down to destruction. 

When the threatening danger became appar- 
ent Mr. Skeiton at once 

RUSHED INTO THE CABIN, 
telling the passengers of the accident which 
had happened, and urging them to at once tuke 
refuge on the barge. He notided the pilot of

for danger. The pilot then left his wheel, giv- 
ing it a turn for port, and made a track for the 
barge, crying as be went down-stairs, “Save 
yourselves, sne is going to strike the bridge.”

No one seemed to have any idea as to what to 
do. The crew, with the exception of pilot Der- 
rand, the clerk, and engineers and firemen, are

and as terror-struck as the others. As she 
drifted down upon the pier, urxed on by the 
swollen current, she partly turned and present- 
ed her starboard side to the obstructing pier, 
striking it just aft of the boilers. 

EIGHT PERSONS HAD TAKEN REFUGE ON

Terrific Explosion of the Boller of a 
) Steam Thrashing-Machine. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

St. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 27.—The particulars of 
a territic boiler explosion of a thrashing-engine 
ou the farm of Evan Railson, at Norway Lake, 
eighteen miles from here, on Tuesday evening, 
the 25th, have just come to hand. The engine 
was an Ames straw- burner. Mr. Railson was 
running it himself, and had stopped the engine 
and gone over to the separator to fix some part 
of the machinery. Just as he was about to re- 
turn the engine blew up with territie force, 
injuring A. Strand, A. Everson, and Christian 
Solberg. Strand died in two hou and 
was conscious up to the time 0 bis 
death. Salberg was dadty scalded in the face 
and burned. Everson was seaidedin the back. 
A l4-year-old boy by the aume of Peter Peter- 
son was Liown straight up and over the straw- 
stack, failing without injury. Mr. Raiison’s hat 
was knocked off by one of the flying pieces. So 
complete was the destruction that no part of 
the engine or boiier was left where it stood be- 
fore the explosion. Pieces were thrown far and 
wide over the large fleid in which they were 
thrashing. The cause of the explosion is un- 
known. There was a full head of steam on, and 
the water-gage indicated plenty of water, but 
it is supposed Ratlson was detained longer than 
be thought at the separator, the steam ran up 
rapidly, and was 42 control before be couid 
reach the engine.

Assistant Treasurer Gilbert Makes 
Room for Gen. Beveridge—Mutual 
Surprise of the Two Gentiemen—Sto- 
ries as tothe Why and Wheretore. 

At least two Chicago people were surprised 
yesterday, and they were astonished for very 
opposit reasons. These two people were Assist- 
ant-U nited-States-Tre..surer Frank Gilbert and 
ex-Gov. John L. Beveridge. Without warum 
the private citizen and the official uad changed 
places, and the event was a great source of sor- 
row to the one and pleasure to the other. No 
later back than Wednesday evening Mr. Gilbert 
bad expressed his confidence of being conttn- 
ued in his office—his term expiring today—there 
being lo known candidate opposing bim. On 
the other hand, Gov. Beveridge wanted the office 
of Collector of Customs for this port. About 
noon yesterday, however, President Arthur 
quietly sent in among other nominations that of 
John L. Beveridge to be Assistant Treasurer at 
Chicago. So far as known no fight had been 
made on Mr. Gilbert, and this move was a genu- 
ine surprise to all the slatemakers, for it had 
been universally conceded that the present in- 
cumbent was sure of reappointment. Gov.

No, we fear nothing of the sort, nor would 
we permit it.

IN ACCORD WITH THE MONROE DOCTRINE, 
and in favor of its application to the affairs of 
the isthmus. We would wish that the stock 
in Canada be more largely held in the United 
States, and that the work was being prose- 
cuted under the patronage of this country, 
rather than that of any European Power.“ 

“Why did the Colombian Government 
want to cantel the protocol?“ 

“The protocol was, of course, only a 
memorapdum, an outline on which the 
treaty was to be based. The Government de- 
sired that it be abrogated, and a formal 
treaty substituted, in which all existing 
phases of the case could be attended to. We 
do not desire in apy way to take away from 
the United States any right to protect her 
interests on the isthmus. As I was leavin 
Bogota the. new Minister from the Unite: 
States was arriving, and I do not know what 
changes may have been made in the plans 
and policy of the Colombian Government 
since. My dispatches await me in Paris, 
where I should have been by this time had I 
not been delayed on the coast. I trust that 
the whole matter of the Panama Canal will 
be settled in such a manner that the United 
States will have no cause to complain.”

The Mixsissippi at Quincy, III. 
Sptcial Dispatch to The Chscago ‘‘ridune. 

Quincy, III., Oct. 27.—Contrary to ail expecta- 
tions, tne river has continued to rise all day, 
making a gain of two and à quarter inches above 
the mark of yesterday evening. It now stands 
fifteen inches above the highest point of last 
spring. Ali trains south and west from bere are 
suspended, except those of the Hannibal & St. 
Joseph Road. and they will probably have to 
suspend utter tonight. 

The result of the overflow has been most dis- 
couraging to the . landowners south of the city, 
particularly those of limited means. There 
hu ve been three regular floods this year, and. in 
addition to this, two other rises t have af- 
fected the crops. All this has quite dishcart- 
ened many who had begun farms iw a modest 
way. and they are determined to get out. Itis 
safe to say that two-thirds of the residents in 
the districts which have suffered overtiow will 
go away if 8 can dispose of their prop- 
erty. Some of them are already offering to 
sell their land at 75 cents an acre. Others de- 
clare they will gv whether thev can sell or not. 
In consequence of this discouragement, the 
abler landowners are left to look out for new 
means ot protection or lose the investments al- 
ready made. 

In discussing the means of protecting and se- 
curing these lands from inundation, some have 
thought the soil—a light, sandy loam—is not suf- 
ficient to bulid a competent embankment. In 
regard to this objection, Col. Edward Prince, 
one of the most competent engineers in this 
Vicinity, a man largely interested in these lands, 
Says the svil is fully as suitable for levee con- 
struciionp as the soil out of which the 
levees of Holland- are obuiit, and he is 
sutistied the whole of the now overflowed land 
can be placed beyond the possibility of damage. 
Oo bis Judgment a petition is already in circula- 
tion for the formation of a new district to be 
known as the Gem City Drainage District, iving 
Just south of Quincey, and the matter will be 
brought before the County Court at its Novem- 
ber term, The district will embrac : 
hundred thousand acres of land nuw less and 
Weich if properly reciaimed will be worth at 
eust $200 un acre. Ex-State Senator Arntzen is 
one of the movers in this project, and is conti- 
dent of its success. But even if # succeeds, a 
vyreat many of the small landown a lready 
bopelesly ruined. 

Of the levee extending south along the river 
from the one now proposed, it is estimated that 
SU) per cent is strong enough to meet all demands 
upon it. The remainder will be riprapped and 
otherwise secured, so that the measures now on 
foot will turn the present disaster to good ad- 
vantage. 

There is much complaint against people who 
have lost stock in the overflowed regions. Many 
removed everything verishabie long before the 
water reached u 1 stage. Others, who 
would not believe that dauger impended, neg- 
lected this precaution, and lost everything. One 
farmer, for example, bad six fine coits, which 
he left till they were finaily caught in the flood, 
and, attempting to swim out, were stranded

AMBULANCE FOR ANIMALS. 

Threugh the liberality of Vice-President F. 
W. Peck, the Illinois Humane Society has been 
put in possession of an ambulance for removing 
crippled and sick auimals from the place where 
accident or illness overtook them to the stables 
of their owners or the veterinary surgeons. 
The ambulance is practically a larze and com- 
fortable stall on four wheels, and is drawn by 
two horses. Immediately underneath the 
driver's seat is a tackle for drawing into the 
stall the false platform on which the animal, if 
too ill to walk, is placed. Once inside tbe stall, 
the beast is braced up witb a broad canvas sling, 
from which it is prevented slipping by 
stout breeching straps. The ambulance is 
very stoutly built of ouk and iron, and will 
carry with ease the biggest horse or ox that can 
be foundin the country. It was built in Milwau- 
kee and cost $600.

served for freedmen and Indians.

HARRISON’S “GREAT ACT.’ 
THE FEAT OF RIDING TWO MUNICIPAL HORSES AT 

ONCE-—REASONS PRO AND CON FOR HIS Ar- 

ING AS WALLER’S SUCCESSOR. 

A TRIBUNE reporter questioned Mayor Har- 
rison yesterday in regurd to Ald. Burley's reso- 
tion passed Wednesday night in the City Coun- 
cil, asking by what authurity the Mayor was 
acting as Commissioner of Public Works, and 


| what its effect would be upon thecity. The 


Mayor said: 

All my acts bind the city. The revised 
ordinances say that I must send in the name of 
a Commissioner of Public Works within thirty 
Gays after the vacancy of the office, and that, in 
the meantime, I may appoint a persop to per- 
form the duties ot the office without the up- 
proval of the Council. I[ think that, as the Chief 
Executive of the city, I have a right to perform 
that duty.“ 

But might not contracts that you make as 
Acting Commissioner prove void?” asked the 
reporter. 

“That was a matter.“ plied the Mayor, 
* that Corporation-Counsel Adams and myself 
discussed the day after Mr. Waller resigned, and 
we came to the conclusion that all my acts 
bound the city, and no contracts made by me 
could be objected to by contractors, and, there- 
fore, the city would lose nothing. If I don't find 
a competent person, such as will satisfy me, 1 
will ask the Council to adopt an ordinance 
authorizing me to 

ACT UNTIL I FIND THE RIGHT PERSON 

in my estimation. I spoke to Aid. Burley this 
morning in regard to it, and he said that the in- 
troducuon of his resolution was not intended to 
be unfriendly to me, but he wus afraid of the 
validity of some of the city contracts which I 
might make. I suggested that an ordinance, 
governing the matter be passed by the Council, 
and be agreed to introduce such an ordinance, 
if | would have it prepared by the Law Depart- 
ment, authorizing me to continue to act as Com- 
inissioner. Much to my surprise, I was told last 
night that some persons understood that I was 
hoiding on to the Commissionership in order to 
draw double salary. There is nothing in this. 
Jam doing a double duty in wearing out my 
clotnes and temper, but I do ali that work and 
stand all the abuse I get for the sume old seven 
und six-pence. As long as 1 continue in this 
office I shall save the taxpayers at the rate of 
$4,000 per annum. ‘This saving will cease 
the moment I[ appoint a new man. 
I shall look out that the new man whom I shall 
appoint shall be competent, and | shall continue 
to perform the duties until lL find that man. I 
am not afraid of its breaking down my health, 
as my habit of going through the departments 
and riding over the vity had made me familiar 
witb the details, so that I can transact business 
rapidly and not increase my labor.“

HOLD TWO OFFICES 
at one and the same time? 

It is my duty to see that every department 
of the city government is carried on according 
to law. The law never intended that resigna- 
tions should block the wheels of government; 
nor should they. Mr. Adams said that of course 
I should go on, so that no one could take advan- 
tage of the absence of a headof the department, 
and that I should take charge of it. ‘That char- 
ter provision against ene man bolding two of- 
fises is directed against the occupany by one 
man of two offices created under the atatutes.

OUR GERMAN GUESTS. 


PREPARATIONS FOR RECEIVING AND ENTER- 
TAINING THE VON STEUBENS. 

About seventy-five prominent German citi- 
zens met in Greenebaum's Hall last night to 
make further arrangements for the reception 
and entertainment of the Baron Von Steuben 
party. The meeting was calied to order by Mr. 
William Voecke, and was organized by the elec- 
tion of Mr. George Schneider as Chairman and 
Mr. Emil Mannhardt as Secretary. Mr. Schneider 


stated briefly the object of the meeting, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the distinguished guests 
would be entertained in a manner creditable to 
Chicago and to the Germans of the city. 

The report of the committee appointed at the 
Quincy No. 9 meeting was called for and was 
read by the Secretary. It provided that three 
German citizens should meet the Von Steubens 
at Springtield and amompany them to Chicago 
the three to be named by the Mayor as a part of 
the committee of twenty-five to be appointed by 
his Honor; that the Mayor and committee of 
tweuty-tive should meet the visitors at the 
hotel Monday morning and escort them in car- 
riuges to the Stock-Yards and various other 
places of interest throughout the city; that a 
serenade and reception should take place at the 
hotel Monday night, the serenade to be fur- 
nished by ail the singing societies of the city. 

The recommendations of the committee were 
taken up ome at a time, and finally concurred in. 
It was also arranged that Mr. Franz Amberg 
should select three other gentlemen and with 
them wait upon Hans Balatka, and ask m to 
lead the singivg societies in rebearsals for the 
serenade; also that the Committee of Arrange- 
ments decorate with the flags and banners of 
the Various German societies of the city the 
hotel rooms where the Monday night reception 
is to be held. The Committee of Arrangements, 
together witb the Presidents of the various Ger- 
man societies, will provide for the extension of 
the program.

CLEAR THE STREETS. 


A TIMELY ORDER. 

Cdief-of-Police MeGarigle yesterday issued an 
order which will in a measure do away with 
street obstructions. The order is as follows: 

The police force is hereby directed to give 
special attention to the matter of entorcing all 
ordinances on the subject ot incumbering or ob- 
structing the streets, alleys, and sidewalks of 
the city. In many instances drivers of delivery 
wagons and other vehicles blockade the streets 
and cause serious and unnecessary de- 

by backing tbeir teams across the 
street up to tne sidewalk or curbstone, 
in frontof buildings, aud there remain to the 
great anaoyance and inconvenience of the pub- 
lic. The law gives no person the right thus to 
obstruct travel, and the police will therefore 
immediately cause to be removed ali such ob- 
structious that may occur or come under their 
notice, and especially so on streets whereon 
street-cars are run. 

“Contractors and builders also frequently ob- 
struct and incumber the streets by occupying a 
greater portion tbereot in front of pew build- 
ings than the law or their building permits al- 
low. The police should in each case examine 
the permit, and be careful to restrict parties 
to whom they are granted to the space allotted 
as stated in said permit, which shall be con- 
strued to mean all the space they ar@a~ilowed 
including that occupied by building Material 
and wagons loading or unloading the same. 

“Also Sec. 1.926, Revised Ordinances, re- 
quires that from and atter the Ist day of May, 
1881, no sidewalk shall be constructed, laid. or 
be built in that portion of the South Division of 
the City of Chicago north of and including Van 
Buren street, except the same be constructed, 
laid, or rebuilt of stone or other incombustible 
material.’ 

Members of the force will take notice of any 
and ail disturbances of the condition of the 
streets, alleys, and sidewalks likely to in any 
Way interfere with or obstruct travel over tbe 
sine, and see that all such are promptly abated; 
they will also see that the ordinances on the 
subjects herein referred to are strictly enforced, 
and that all persons violating them, or cither of 
them, are prosecuted under appropriate sections 
of the Revised Ordinances, as the case may be.”

YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. 


A GOOD MOVE IN BEHALF OF THE INMATES OF 
THE “ BOYS’ DEPARTMENT.” 

The special committee, appointed by the 
County Board to investigate charges in refer- 
ence to the condition of the County Jail, sub- 
mitted a report at the board meeting Wednes- 
day, and in the report invited the attention of 
the Commissiouers to the condition and sur- 
roundings of the boys confined in the jail. The 
report embodied a resolution to the effect that 
the Criminal Court of Cook County and the 
State's- Attorney be requested to adopt such 
measures in regard to the indictment and trial 
of juvenile offenders ander the age of 16 years, 
confined in the County Jail, as would insure 
their sentence or discharge as soon as practica- 
bie, and that the Jaiior be requested to 
report to the court the name and age of 
any person under the age of 16 years, and the 
®ifense with which ne is charged, immediately 
upon bis commitment to the jail. The report 
further suggested that some measures be taken 
to keep the juvenile prisoners in question away 
from the adult and insane prisoners. 

A reporter saw State’s-Attorvey Mills yester- 
day, and asked his vpiuion of these suggestions. 
He said he thought the idea of keeping the boys 
apart from the adult prisouers was a most ex- 
cellent one, and he would be glad to see it car- 
ried vut, us he believed the present surround- 
ings of the young prisoners tended to coptam- 
nate them. As far as bringing them to an early 
trial was concerned, be suid it was the aim-of nis 
olice to push all causes through witb as 
much rapidity as bie, and he hardly 
tbought any distinction could be made 
in favor of the juvinile offenders, as ail prison- 
ers bad equal rights in the eves of the law, and 
must be brought up for trial in the order of 
their indictment, With the two Criminal Courts 
they were now mak good progress. Assist- 
ant-States’- Attorney ompson expressed Mr.

AN OCEAN MONSTER. 


The Largest — in the World 
Arrives in New tork Harbor—The 
Voyage of the City of Rome. 

New York Times. 

A Boarp Crry or Rom, Orr QUARAN- 
TINE, Oct. 24.—Engineers and seamen having 
declared that the Great Eastern was never 
worthy the name of steamship, the mightiest 
vessel propelled by steam which ever crossed 
the ocean arrived in the harbor of New York 
last night. The minute details of the City 
of Rome’s proportions must be printed upon 
another occasion. ‘Tonight, hurriedly, it 
may be said that her length actually is 585 
feet, her length over all being 600 feet. She 
has the amplest accommodation for 256 cabin 
passengers, and in the steerage 1,600 can be 
provided for with more comfort than has 
heretofore been found upon the most ap- 
proved of transatlantic steamers. The first 
voyage of the City of Rome from Liverpool 
to New York was in every respect an excep- 
tional one. The steamer sailed from Liver- 
pool in astrong gale of wind—in fact, as old 
seamen express it, in the last end of a nasty 


hurricane. 

Arriving at Queenstown after the most 
tempestuous voyage known for years, the 
ship held for twelve hours to make neces- 
sary preparations for her first voyage across 
the Atlantic. From the beginning the voy- 
age wasastormy one, and it continued so 
almost to the end. On the first night after 
leaving Queenstown a stopof an hour was 
neeessitated by a hot piston; thirty-six 
hours afterward the breaking of the turning 
wheel compelled a stoppage of twelve hours; 
subsequent to this mishap stops of longer or 
less duration were necessitated by the preak- 
ing of the steering gear, by the heating of 
bearings, and other causes. Upward of 
twenty- ive hours were consumed in this 
way. Despite such stoppages, however, and 
notwithstanding the fact that the City of 
Rome was called upon to encounter storms 
of an exceptionally severe character, her 
passengers were subjec ted to comparatively 
few inconveniences. ‘These passengers con- 
sisted of 260 in the cabin and nearly 1.400 in 
the steerage. Among the cabin passengers 
were Mr. Burley, Chairman of the company, 
and Mr. Ernest Inman, its general man- 
ager. The City of Rome arrived off Sandy 
Hook shortly after 8 o’clock, and anchored 
oll Quarantine | soon afterward.

The Terrible 6 — Hebrew Emi- 
grants Had ju Their Russian Homes. 
Phitadalwhia Times, 

Today thirteen Russian Jews will arrive 
in this city from New York in charge of a 
representative of the United liebrew Char- 
‘}ties. These men form a small portion of 
the great body of unfortunates who have 
been driven from Russia within the last six 


months. 

Seven of these refugees came to this city 
last week in the expectation of finding em- 
Through the efforts of the He- 
brew Society afew of them have been pro- 
vided with work. Three or four less fortu- 
nate brethren were found by a Press reporter 
in a lodging-house in New StreetJast evening. 
They are very intelligent-looking, their whole 
appearance jndicating a position in their 
native country at least in the middle 
classes of society. Thay all spoke German 
fluently, and in that language John Schiller, 
seemingly the most intelliggnt of the trio, 

ve an account of the causes which forced 

im to flee his native country. I wasborn,’ 
he said, “ig the City of Kiev, on the right 
bank of the Dnieper. My father was 4 rail- 
road contractor, and previous to the time our 
troubles Came upon us was considered one 
of the wealthiest men in the city.3 1 
was brought up carefully and reeeived an 
excellent education, and all went well with 
me until shortly after the beginning of this 

‘ear. During thé months of February anda 

arch rumors of an uprising among the 
petisantry against our race were carried to 
our ears, but we paid no attention to them 
‘until we were suddenly and rudely con- 

inced of their truth. On the tl! of 
April the ordinary quiet of our city 
was broken by the cries and curses of 
‘a howling rabble, which poured in Kiev from 
the country round about and was every mib- 
ute inereased by additions from the slums and 
alleys of the city itself.

I 
think there must Nave been fully 20,000 per- 
sons in that mob, and wheu they entered the 
Jewish quarter of the city they divided into 
four companies that they might more effect- 
— accomplish the terrible work they had 
ken. They drove us from our houses. 
1 our furniture, tore up our carpets, 
and broke into a thousand pieces our most 
valued ornaments. Our stores and workshops 
were robbec-of all they contained, and when 
the fury of thie mob had been svent there 
was scarcely a Jew ~ the city who had 
sufficient to buy himself food.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened with an advance, led by the 
Vanderbilts, which were put up on the belief 
that the higher rates that have been made pre- 
sawed the carly closing of the railroad war. 
Soon afterwards the market became feverish, in 
part because the short interest had been +o 
Mergel reduced that the market was witbout its 
most powerful support. Gould was said to be 
buying the Vanderbilt stocks, presumably to 
help sustain the list, and insiders 
were said to be selling freely at 
the advance, but these are street rumors that 
are worth repeating only because some one else 
bas repeated them. In Chicago business is very 
light; there is a little investment buying. but 
only a little: speculative dealings are almost ali 
for a quick turn and light profits. But scalpers 
as a rule now prefer to operate on the long side. 
In other words, they buy before they sell, while 
a few weeks ago nearly every one was selling 
before he bought. 

Money was reported to be working more close- 
ly, but is still easy. The accumulation of funds 
to pay the November dividends is almost cer- 
tain to alfect the floating supply of money. 

Pullman again recorded a few transactions, 
aud went up to 24. A great deal of this stock 
is said to be on the street, held in small quanti- 
ties, and awaiting a rise. Tais circumstance is 
not favorable to a speed advance. 

At the close the market was barely steady. 
Lake Shore declined on free sales, and Michigan 
Central was weil supported. 

Omaha preterred opened and closed at 103, 
ranging between that price and lat. The com- 
mon was 414(7417,@414%. In regard to our re- 
cent statement witht regard to the earnings of 
that company, we are iuformed that the report 
made to the Wisconsin Commissioners includes 
only the earnings in Wisconsin. Including the 
earnings of the whole system, the gross receipts 
of the Omaha Road were upwards of $3,200,000. 

Illinois Central, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
Rock Island, and Alton were steady. Itis stated 
by these companies that tia reduction made 
by the Illinois Railroad Commissioners in some 
of the long bauls brings the rate down to a 
point below the cost of doing the business, and 
that with the present prices of materials and 
labor the revenues of the roads will be disas- 
trously affected. The Illinois Central and Alton 
olficials claim that the increased allowance on 
short hauls will be more than offset by the re- 
ductions on the longer hauls. 

Northwest and St. Paul declined, though 
Slightly. The Northwestern is now abie to fur- 
nish only 66 per cent of the cars needed to do 
the business offered it, notwithstanding the 
large additions made within the past year to its 
rolling stock. 

The great rise that was on the bills” for 
Western Union has not yet occurred. All the 
floating debt of the company is said to have 
been wiped out, and a movement to put it to par 
is quietly nutsing its strength. Ample notice 
has been given of this move threvgh the daily 
press, in order that everybody might get a ticket 
to the show. 

Vanderbilt is reported to be endeavoring to 
buy up the control of Jersey Central, S us to 
use it with the ‘Heading against the Pennsy!|- 
vania. 

Receiver Gowen, of the Reading, before leav- 
ing for Europe, issued a circular in which be 
states that if his plan of reorganizing the com- 
pany, including deferred income and blanket 
mortgage bonds, had been accepted, there 
wouid bave been sufficient left out of this year’s 
earnings to pay 6 per cent to common stock- 
holders. He accuses the new management of 
ignorance of the company's affairs and in- 
capacity to carry out their financia! measures.

SMALL RECEIPTS OF GRAIN. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

MORRISON, I., Oct. 26.—I have noticed in the 
market reports of late thas the recent falling-otlf 
in the receipts of grain in Chicago has been in- 
variably attributed to“ the bad condition of the 
roads in the interior.“ While this may have 
been the case in a few localities, 1 think in the 
mainit is not the true reason for the light re- 
ceipts. in my opinion the receut big tumble in 
prices has been the principal cause of the de- 
creasing receipts. Judging other localities by 
this, it is the e cause, for since the late ]6-cent 
decline in corn there has been scarcely none 
offered for sale in this market. I do not believe 
that the dealers inthis place have purchased a 
hundred bushels of corn trom farmers since 
they “ heard something drop three or four 
weeks ago. The fact is, farmers and other coun- 
try bolders, knowing of a certainty of the short- 
ness of the crop, believe in higher prices, and 
will not part with their grain at present figures. 
The only thing, in my opinion, that sustains re- 
ceipts even at their present diminisbed volume, 
i8 grain that was coutracted for by country ship- 
pers previous to the break, and I venture the 
predicaion that, unless corn advances in C.- 
cago to the vicinity of 70% per bu. where it legiti- 
mately belongs, the receipts will eontinue to 
grow beautifully less, regardiess of. the condi- 
tion of the country roads. The amount of old 
corn in Urst bands in this county is very small at 
best, and farmers having commenced picking 
and tinding that the new crop is not 1 out 
as well as they expected, hang on to it like death 
to a defunct African.

OUR WHEAT CROP. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 25.—The readers of THE 
TRIBUNE will remember that it has been per- 
sistently claimed in these letters that the wheat 
crop of 1851 would be suſheiently large in con- 
nection with the old stock on band Sept. 1, 1881, 
to supply all domestic wants and then have an 
available surplus for export of from 115,000,000 
to 125,000,000 bu, with a fair probability of the 
amount being even larger. In my last letter it 
was estimated that the total yield this year 
would be about 375,000,000 bu. Information ob- 
tained today from the Agricultural Department 
pretty fully sustains the estimate heretofore 
made regarding the yield of wheat in 1881. 

The department compiled some months ago 
the wheat acreage in each State, and in Septem- 
ber the average yield per acre, as developed by 
thrashing, was also compiled, and it is from 
these two known quantities that the third. or 
the total yield in each State, may be obtained. 
There may be some stant changes developed in 
the next investigation of She department, but it 
is beheved that, if any, they will be very small. 
Until the next investigation, the department 
will not issue fs final estimate, but it is be- 
lieved that the following table will sbow pretty 
aecurately the total yieid in each — as com- 
pared with the yield in 1880 and 187

MAINE. 


Does Prohibition Prohibit !—Liquor- 
Selling in Portiand. 

New York, Oct. %4.—To the Editors of the 
Evening Post: A sojourn of several weeks 
in Maine during the past summer has en- 
abled me to acquire some special knowledge 
in regard to the enforcement and effect of the 
Maine law,” and the facts I have thus gath- 
ered may be of interest in connection with 
Neal Dow’s letters upon this subject. In a 
legal case of considerable importance it be- 
came necessary for me to collect evidence in 
one of the principal manufacturing cities of 
the State in respect to the enforcement of 
the prohibitory laws by the local authorities. 
1 found that, instead of the suppression of 
liquor-selling, the traffic was openly con- 
tinued, and that the public officers whose 
duty it was to carry out the law had 
become corrupted and demoralized by 
making terms with the rumsell- 
ers. Open grogshovps were found on 
the principal streets, and the voices of citi- 
zens concurred that this had long been the 
case. One of the most noturious rumsellers. 
whose confident sense of his own security 
made him jaunty and shamelessin confes- 
sion, had, it appeared, plainly acknowledged 
that he paid money to the City Marshal and 
his deputy, and that the Marshal assured him 
it would be “all right” if he kept the liquors 
in his store safely under lock and key. 

In the light of this confession the records 
of the Municipal Court of the city possessed 
a significant meaning, for in nearly every 
case of prosecution against this seller the en- 
try was made: “Place searched by officer 
and no intoxicating liguors found,” and yet 
the municipal Ju ee, in reply to my ques- 
tioning, adinitted the wasa “ notorious 
rumseller,” well known for his eonnection 
with the business, and even told me of some 
of the ingenious tricks with which he had in 
times past circumvented the officers when 
they came to make search and seizure. So page 
after page “f the records contained like entries 
in the case of other well-known sellers. A 
pretense of enforcing the law was made, but 
t curtously happened that the officers of the 
law generaily made return, “No liquors 
found,” while no one who wentin fora 
drink had ever been known to make a like 
statement on his exit. Add to these facts 
the further one that a Marshal who was 
remonstrated with for not enforcing the law 
declared “they wouldn’t let him,” re- 
ferring to the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
city, and we are able to understand in a 
measure how well intrenched the liquor in- 
terest is, and how it corrupts the authorities 
instead of being overthrown b m. 

But facts of this kind n not be multi- 
—4 It is abundantly evident that prohib- 

tory legislation, in this particular city at 
least, is ineffectual, and that its chief tenden- 
cy is to produce official debasement, while 
liquor-selling is freely continued. Nor is this 
the history of a single city. In Portiand, the 
largest city of the State, I saw man~ open 
rumshops, especially in those portions where 
the poorer classes live, and they continued 
their trame without any attempt to conceal!

The mere enactment of 
such laws is useless, and worse than useless 
if their execution is to be a mere sham, 
if they are brought into eontempt through 
ofticial laxity and corruption. The serious 
question, after all, is not whether such laws 
properly enforced would be productive of 
public good, but whether, if enacted, they 
will be enforced. Here experience must 
be the chief teacher, and Maine advocates of 
prohibition should be able to show that the 
official mind and character do not become 
demoralized when such legislation is at- 
tempted to be enforced before they can rea- 
souably recommend it to other States. If in 
Maine prolibition proves a sorry farce, what 
will be the experience of other States, where 
the foreign population is much larger and 
public sentiment in favor of temperance has 
not been so assiduously cultivated ? And in 
view of the fact, well known in Maine, that 
the law is shamefuily disregarded and set at 
naught, the sitence of leading prohibitionists 
within the State upon this subject of official 
laxity and their professed satisfaction with 
the execution of the law are difficult to De 
understood, It was a slirewd and suggestive 
remark of a Maine citizen that nothing did 
more real injury to the cause of temperance 
than for the supporters of prohibition to pro- 
fess that the law was effectively executed,

A HUGE GUN. 


Something New in Ordnance—The Ly- 
mane-Haskell Accelerating Cannon. 
Reapina, Pa., Oct. 24.—At the Scott 

Foundry of the Reading Lron Company, this 

afternoon, 56,000 pounds of molten iron were 

poured into a gigantic mold, and the cast- 
ing of a huge cannon, which will be twenty- 
five feetin length, was successfully accom 
plished. The pattern of the gun is anew 
departure in ordyance. It is known as the 
Lyman-Haskell Accelerating or Multi- 
charge cannon. The principle is simple. ‘In 
other guns the ignition of the charge and 
consequent volume of gas produce a great 
pressure in the breech, which is, however, 
diminished as the shot passes along 
the chamber, @and is much less 
at the muzzle. ‘The design of this 
new pattern is to maintain the pressure 
upon the shot, making it as great at the muz- 
zie as in the breech. There are four large 
globular pockets in line underneath the 
breech section, each intended for a charge of 
powder. In the breech will be placed eight- 
een pounds of hexagonal slow-buruing 
powder, and each pocket will contain twen- 
ty-eight pounds of powder that burns rap- 
idly, thus the initial velocity of the shot will 
be kept up by the explosions of the powder 
in each chamber successively as the shell 
passes out, and by this accumulation of pow- 
er of the penetrating force of the shot will 
be greatly increased. Gen. Newton, who 
has reported favorably on experiments with 
Smaller guns of this pattern, states that the 
ten-ineh aecceleratny gun would be as 
powerful as the eighty-one-ton Armstrong 
gun. With a half-inch gun of this 
design, four and a halt inches of wrought 
iron have been penetrated at 200 yards, and 
the inventor claims that the penetration of 
this gun, as compared with that of any other 
gun under similer conditions, is as tour to 
one andahalf. It is also stated that much 
more powder can be used than in the ordi- 
nary single charge gun with much less strain 

upon the breech, = 5 
Mr. IIaskell, the joint inventor with A. 8. 

Lyman, has been able thus far to experiment 

only with comparatively small guns, but 

through the agency of Capt. Horace ‘Tarr, of 
the firm of Tarr & Paneoast, of New York. 
the casting of this gun was negotiated with 


been. cast there since the Rebellion. This 
gun will be twenty-five feet long, with a six- 
inch E and the greatest diameter twenty- 
SIX inches. : 

At 2 0’clock this morning 32,000 pounds of 
charcoal iron, largely from minesin Virginia, 
were placed in one air-blast furnace and 
2,000 pounds in another. At half-past 2 this 
afternoon the iron was declared ready to be 
poured into the mold. This mold, which was 
of wrought-iron lined with clay, stood up- 
right in a great guu-pit in the middie of the 
foundry, which was used for the same pur- 
pose during the War. The mold, which had 
been cast in halves and afterward bolted to- 
gether, was fifteen feet in depth, the length 
of the breech section of the gun. The ten 
feet of the muzzle will be cast separately, 
and the two parts screwed together. The 
sides of the mold were pierced with holes, 
that the iron might flow down and come into 
the inside at the bottom, and ulso with 
gates ta admit the escape of gases. 
The casting was accomplished without 
explosion or accident. The gun was 
east a little longer than necessary, to allow 
for shrinkage in the two or three weeks be- 
tore the metal will become cool. It was cast 
Solid, and after being bored out will be lined 
inside throughout with soft Merivale steel, 
which will have something of a cushion-like 
effect, and will deaden the force of the ex- 
plosion. In the spring the gun will be tested 
at Sandy Hook.

WAR REMINISCENCES. 


Chicago’s Part in Furnishing Troops 
at the Outbreak of the KRebellion— 
Camp Incidents at Cairo aud Spring- 

jjlield, as Narrated by One Whe Was 

There. 

Jo the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

CHicaco, Oct. 27.—The part which Chicago 
took in furnishing troops to put down the Ke- 
veilion, at the beginning of the War, twenty 
years ago, is a matter of history, but there are 
mau facts and incidents which have probably 
never appeared in print that may be interesting 
reading at this time. Long before the tiring on 
Fort Sumter companies of wilitia and inde- 
pondent military organizations were preparing 
or tho struggle which it was evident would 
on be at hand. It is claimed that the service 
of the Chicago Highland Guards wus tendered to 
Gov. Yates sixty days before the fall of Fort 
Sumter. No sooner was the call made for 
troops than wauy more than the quota fork the 
State of Iilinvis responded, Stores ana offices 
were turned into recruiting ollices, 
and the stirripys martial music of 
life aud drum wis beard ut 
every corner. The armory of the Ellsworth 
Zouaves. at the corner of State and Kandviph 
streets, Was turned minton recruiting station. and 
tuo compnnies were in readiness on tue secoud 
day after the call for troops was issued. On the 
Zist of April taree companies of intuotry were 
iurnisbeud muskets and were drawn up on Welis 
street (waw Fifth avenue), between Lake and 
south Whter strects, to be revicwed by tbe lu- 
spector-Generai of the State, who pronounced 
toem ready fur service. On the eveving of the 
‘ame day, Sunday, April 21, 146], a tram of 
twenty-six curs, drawn by two locomotives, took 
from Chicago three companies of infantry and 
ope couipany of urtillery, consisting ol six brass 
pieces, commanded by Capt. James Smith, Tue 
iifuntiry companies were known as A, lL, and . 
and were commanded by Capt. Janes K. Iay- 
dev, Capt. Clybourne, and Capt. Fred Harding 
respectively, the whole being under the com 
wand ot Hrygadier-General I. Swift. 
The destination oft this command 
was Cuire, 111. which was supposed

tion from the car. It was not known at the 
time but that Cairo might be occupied by Rebel 
soldiers, and, as these would be the first Union 
soldiers to enter the town, it was deemed ad- 
visabie to proceed very cautiously. When near 


tus town the locomotives were changed to the 


reur of the train, which was then backed into the 
city with the artillery in front. manned and 
ready for action. 

The city was found to be ina state of excite- 
meut and very glad to have the protection of 
Union troops. The artillery was unloaded and 
planted on the levee, so as to sweep the Ohio 
und Mississippi Rivers. The infantry were 
quartered ju sheds which bad 
used for cattle-pens at a fair. AS 
yet everything was in chaos. There 
were no tents or cooking utensils, and for sever- 
al days the troops were subsisted at the dt. 
Charles Hotel. The tirst meal was served in 
grand style, but at the next it was noticed that 
the silver spoons and crockery bad disappeared, 
and in their piace were plates and cups 01 tin 
and pewter spoons. The proveuder also deteri- 
erated. From bams and cus for breakfast there 
was a change tu fried bacon and bakers’ bread, 
und from roast beef and vegetables to bojed 
beef and boiled potatoes, without the accus- 
tomed etceteras. The troops were drilled and 
maneuvred daily. Companies trom different 
purts of the State came pouring into Cairo, Gen. 
Prentice took command, relieving Gen Swill. 

Tbe third day after our arrival the steamer 
Hillman, a tirsi-class passenger- boat, came 
stcuming up the river from Memphis, with der 
steam caliope playiwg a lively air. All was ex- 
ciiement in a few moments, for it was binted 
that she was loaded with Kebel troops, who iu- 
tended to capture the city. A biank shot from 
one of the guns of the battery did not bring ber 
to, but a second solid shot, striking the 
water near der bow, had the desired 
effect. A parley was held with the Cuptain, and 
the steamer ordered to land. Au eXamination 
of ber cargo was made, anda portion of it was 
considered coutraband and removed to the dock, 
after which she wus allowed to puss on up the 
river. During the two weeks the compa- 
nies referred to staid iw Cairo there was little 
tw relieve the monvotouv of camp life except the 
arrival and departure of troops. One incident 
will show that meu become oblivious of danger 
in u short time. one of the companies being 
placed on picket duty on an outpost, which alsg, 
included the guarding of the powder magazine, a4 
number of the wien, atter being relicved of their 
watch, proven themselves with a keg of pow- 
der tor a pillow to sleep upon. 

As there was no prospect of completing a reg- 
imental organization, the three Chicago com- 
panies were erdered to Springtecid, where they 
urrived the 4th ef May, and were quartered in 
the fair-srounds, known as Camp Dick Yates. 
Euch company was divided into messes, and 
assigned to cattle-sheds and booths io the am- 
pbhitheatre. They were joined bere by another 
Chicago company, which was recruited from the 
vid Liuzbiand Guards, which paraded Chicago in 
earty days in Highland costume. They were 
afterwards known as Company of the Nine- 
teenth iilinois. The four companies remained 
in Springticid a month. which was long enough 
to make the diet of bakers’ bread (hard-tick 
had not come into use), boiled beaas, and becf 
become monotonous. The boys wuacturalily 
hankered for something more palatable, 
and organized raiding parties, which 
would slip tbrough the guard afte: 
dark and tel) the henrvovusts of some of the farm- 
ers in the vicinity, und occasionally Dring ina 
pie. Itis told, fur a tact, that upon one occa- 
sion @ squad of men belouging to Company 
determined to have some fresh veal. They chose 
a dark nig bt, eluded the guard. weut to the pust- 
ure, Which they bad selected beforehand, killed 
what: they supposed was a fine subject, and 
backed it home to cump. What was their sur- 
prise the next morning to find they had killed a 
younp mu. 

As no other Chicago companies were sent to 
fill up this regiment, it was decided to return to 
Chicago to recruit. The four companies were 
paid lor thirty days’ service by the State. in 
scrip, aud sent to Chicago, where they arrived 
saturday, June S. 1881, in time to participate in 
the funeral ceremonies of the Hon. Stephen A. 
Doug las. W. H. C. 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


Some Observations on the System in St. 
Louis, and Suggestions Regarding Its 
Adeption in Chicago. 

To the Editer of The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Loris, Oct. Zl. — In many respects St. Louis 
is the Mecea of the American Kindergarteuer. 
Through the efforts mainly of Dr. William T. 
Harris, many years Superintendentof the un- 
surparsed public schools of this city, theres 
now engrafted upon about sixty of these schools 
the kindergarten. 

There is. proviced a pretty hall, say fifty feet 


by twenty-five, adjacent to the school buildings, 


in which the chiidren from to? gather during 
the merning hours. The great success of the 
public schools apd the kindergarten bere is 
largely owing to the freedom of action cajvyed 
by the educational olliciuls. Questions of puiicy 
are voted on by the people themselves. There 
is po “ring” possivie, for there is no School 
Board” as ordinarily constituted, liable to be 
influenced or corrupted by politics. The lead- 
ing pioncer, practically, io establishing these 
sixty * child-gardens” here is Miss Susan Blow, 
daughter of a tormer very wealthy citizen, 
This allusion is made because it is pot often 
tuat ladies with large financial resources ure 80 
cudowed with the spirit of philanthropy and the 
pulience, perseverance, and other kindred wir- 
that un- 


of * other folks’ children. 

Accompanied by Miss Cyathia P. Dozier, who 
has the general supervision of these public 
kindergwarteus, we first visited that at the Divoll 
School. There were ninety pupils from 3 to7 
years of age, under the direction of Miss Sim- 
mons. After singing, matching, and the manip- 
ulation of some of the “gifis’’ and “ occupa- 
tions, wewere invited to the Stoddard school. 
li the kindergarten there were about MY pupiis. 
They were under the efficient management of 
Miss McCulloch... The way the children saug and 
enacted tbe “Lizzard’’ was most admirable. 
Ine marching and singing wus fine. 

At the JeiTerson ischneo!l) kindergarten was 
Miss Julia Nievergeider, who, thougno with but 
one eye visible, yet bas that eve * single to the 
enthusiastic training of ber charge, consisting 
of 125 little ones. Se is-both the wiusician and 
trainer, and ove visiting her department need 
not be tend that the oflice of a true kindcrgar- 
tener is considerabiy harder than that of the av- 
erage primary teacher in our schvols. it was 
bere that ove of the assistants told the cbhiidren 
of her group to hvid up their bands, saying,“ I 
want to see the inside of them.” Washbdasins 
being near at hand, several of them bad to use 
water and soup, preparatory not only = to 
the handling of the blocks, etc., but as an 
net in itself of an ethical character. 
Miss N. bad been five years iu that position. She 
gathers iu children from the neighborhood, out 
of the streets, and from among the poorer 
classes. Hence bers eius to be more like the 
“charity Kindergarten, or, We may say, the 
ideal one. One ot the babies“ having 
brought in some of tbe street profanity, the 
teacher applied soap and water to bis tittle 
mouth in order to * wash away the stain.’’ 

This teacher remarked chat in the work she 
was “perfectly happy, aithough it was hard 
work. * 

The writer having visited this city partly for 
the purpose oO] attending the great annual mect- 
ing wf the boreignu Missionary Society of the 
Convreyationai churches, is impressed with the 
fact that, after all we may say wbout reform in 
wencrai, the true Froebelian charity kinder- 
wurten lies at the very foundation of true 
missionary work, whether at home or abroad. 
» PrevenUon better than cure is the underly- 
ing principle which inspires these faithful teach- 
ers and their assistants. 

The kindergarten isa bridging of the chasm 
(a fteariul ove to some parents) between the 
cradie aud the proper school age. This period, 
so generally regarded asa blank. being in tact 
the most :mopressible of all, renders tbe labors 
of the texcher most significant. The hands are 
trained (the rigot and lett equally) of those who 
will become the citizens and artists of the land. 
‘be eye is trained as to form, color, proportion. 
Pure mathematics are unconsciously learoed. 
Morais ure incuicated at every turn. The found- 
Atos of true characicr aud cilizcuship are 
lnid tu the true kindergarten. 

And vet, even in St. Louis, where we bad sup- 
posed these institutions were indigenous, there 
has been on the part of many misapprehension. 
People do not study the system chaugu to know 
Whar tt ts, what it is for, and how it works. 
Some—even teachers in the schools—have sup- 
posed the Kindergarten was for play, or mere 
amusement for the young ones. that were 
true, it is surely something besides amusement 
lor the hard- worked, poorly-paid teachers! It 
is trae toere is pin, und considerable of it: but 
it is like that of the boy who got bis companions 
to beiphim through a piece of hard work by 
his shrewdly culliug it play.“ 

And now, why has this city so succeeded in 
leading ail others in this direction: Because 
she bas used public mon s for the scheme frev- 
Iv, Duving also had noble, self-deuying cham- 
pions tu take bold of the work and to hold on 
against ho little opposition, till today all edu- 
cutors here whose upiniun is vaiuable speak in 
praise «at 1 orten Site.

An Eloquent Speech Delivered at. 


Springtield Fourteen Years Ago. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 26.—Will you please 
publish the following address delivered bere in 
the Kepresentative Hail about the year 1567 by 
William Lloyd Garrison on Mr. Lincoin. The 
facts of the case are as follows: Mr. Garrison 
came to this city about the year 1867 to deliver a 
lecture to our people. He was a welcome and 
honored guest of mine—staying at my house for 
about two days. He delivered his lecture, I 
think a free one, in the haliof the House of 
Revresentatives—the hall of the old State House 
—which had resounded with the cloquence of a 
Douglas and a Lincolo. Atter the lecture 
had been delivered he tore the exordium 
from the lecture and gave it to 
me—hbe called it the exordium himself, and I put 
i,puway at the time so well that | never could 
find it till, a few days siace, when I unboxed my 
Lincoln papers to tind an autograph for a gen- 
tlomau in Greeacastie, Ind., | fortunately found 
it. The remarks are in Garrison's bandwriting 
Just as be gave it to me. It is quite eloquent 
aud culogistic, and may be of importance in the 
future as settling Garrison's opiniva of Mr. Liu- 
culo.. The publication is due to both of these 
great meu—C arrison, the groat advocate of the 
anti-slavery cause, and Liucolu, the great eman- 
vipator. Let them go linked, down the fiies of 


time, together forever and forever.

In bis exordium Mr. Garrison said: Stand- 
ing as | do on the soil of Lilinvis, in tae Capital 
of the State, in the Chawber of Representatives, 
deem it my privilewe and duty, tirstof ail, to 
pay the tribute of my resvect and high ap- 
preciation to the memory of your murtyred 
feliow-citizen, the late resident of the United 
Staves. Mr. Lincoln took the reins of govern- 
ment at a period of National disintegration 
througno red-banded treason; when everywhere 
*mcn s hearts were tailing them for fear, and 
for looking atter those things want were coming 
upou tne land; when the flames of Civil War 
hud aiready made juried the Southern sky, and 
Northern incendiarics were stealthily ec ndeavor- 
ing to effect a universal conffagratiou; when the 
boidest beid their breath, and tbe wisest con- 
fessed their isnorance, and the most far-seeing 
were in thick darkness; When every step was 
along the edge of a precipice, and the soil hot 
with volcanic fires: when the South was com- 
pact in rebeiliou, aud the North so divided in 
allewiance us to wake it extremely doubtful 
whether any reliant, dominant force could be 
found to uphold the overument; and wben, 
through pertidy anu robbery, not à dollar was 
left in the National ‘ireasury, every Northern 
arsenal had been emptied to supply the South 
with arms uud tbe munitiogs of war, the army 
reudered poweriess by iis reducuon, and a 
fvebie navy scattered to remote parts ot the 
globe. In suen appalllur circumstances what 
cuutton aud sagacity, what deliberauon as to

Anon be was charged with 
usurping constitutional powers, striking down 
freedom of speech and of the press, tyraunically 
suspending the writ of babeas corpus, willfully 
disregarding popular feeling and sentiment, and 
in other ways pinying the dictator and deserving 
of impeachment.

New Daily Paper at Atlanta—An Un- 
popular Appointment. 


The Exposition Net as Yet Thoroughly 
Ready for Visiters.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 2%.—State fairs in 
Georgia draw like a cireus—never failing to 
bring out the people of all classes in large 
numbers. I have just attended the one for 
1881, held at Macon, and which closed on 
Saturday after a most successtul exhibition 
of one week. The exhibits of agriculture, 


_ live-stock, and fine arts were the finest ever 


seen at a State fair in Georgia. The halls 
were well filled, and all classes of 
goods shown were of the finest qual- 
ity. During the week four days’ racing 
was had over the fine track at the park, said 
to be one of the fastest south of the Potomac. 
‘Two races were had each day during the 
meeting, with the exception of Friday, when 
the contests of speed closed with three 
events. The attendance of running and trot- 
ting stock was very good. ‘The best mile 
under saddle was made by Mauston in 1:46, 
and the fustest heats of one mile each were 
trotted by Rosa Wilkes in 2:32, 2:26, and 
2:26\g—this being in the free-for-all race for 
$400, 

The fair was held at 

CENTRAL PARK— 

a beautiful resort only three-quarters of a 
mile from the passenger-depot. The en- 
trance to the grounds, as well as a greater 
portion of the park through which a visitor 
goes While on his way to the buildings, car- 
ries one through a grove of majestic oaks, 
under which a half-dozen or more fountains 
are playing. Around these, ornamental 
llower-beds are seen, and other attractive 
features, such as statuary and marble orna- 
ments. Under these grand old oaks, and in 
close proximity to these beautiful fountains, 
the late A. R. Watson, one of Georgia’s most 
gifted poets, wrote some ot his choicest 
poems. Mr. Watson, while making his repu- 
tation as a poet, was connected with the ed- 
itorial department of the Macon Telegraph 
and Messenger, one of the oldest news- 
paper-enterprises in the State. Lis poems 
were preserved, and his numerous friends 
among the State press will soon have these 
productions published and placed on sale for 
the benefit of his widow and one or two 
children, still living in Macon. 

The people of Macon are indebted to 

THE HON. W. A. HUFF, 

proprietor of the Markham House, of At- 
lanta, for Central Park. He projected the 
enterprise, and, almost without assistance, 
created that beautiful resort out of an oak- 
forest that grew there in 1870. Col. Huff 
was the Mayor of Macon, and, from the time 
he was first elected to fill that responsible 
position until the day waat he declined to 
offer himself for reélectiou, served 
the people of his city faithfully for 
fourteen consecutive years. The longer he 
remained in office, the more popular did he 
become; and he could be today elected 
Mayor of Macon without opposition, if he 
offered himself for the place. Central Park 
cost Macon $150,000; and no money ever ex- 
vended in Georgia was better spent. Its fine 
drives through beautiful and historic groves 
are frequently sought by visitors to that city. 

Macon is one of the old-style cities of 
Georgia. The passeuger-depot is located at 
one end of the city, which is oblong in 
shape, while the business-houses and princi- 
pal private residences are at the other. Sev- 
eral stanch old firms are among the business- 
enterprises of the city: and it is said that the 
jobbing trade of Macon is greater than that 
of Atlanta. Nearly all of this trade is done 
through the medium of traveling men; and, 
this being so, the merchants of

as Macon is called, sell very ciosely. The 
railroad facilities of Macon, so far as the 
State is concerned, are greater than thuse of 
Atlanta. Nearly all of the lines running to 
Macon are under the management of the 
Central Railroad: consequently Wadley isa 
big man in that section. Ilaving plenty of 
water from the Oconee, which stream is at 
her very door, the manufacturing enterprises 
of that city are very extensive, and in some 
respects superior to those of many of the 
cities iu the Southern States. The soci- 
ety”’ of Macon is contined to the families 
that haveresided here for the past fifty years; 
and strangers find it up-hill work to get ad- 
mission to the society of that a unless in- 
troduced by. some member of the upper 
circle.

The prime mover in 
the new undertaking is Col. S. F. 
loge, one of the most enterprising citizens 
of Atlanta, and a very prominent member of 
the legal profession of this city. Ine paper 
is backed by many of the leading merchants 
of the place, as well as Judge O. A. Loch- 
rane, well known in Chicago as the attorney 
of the Pullman Sleeping-Car Company, 
and Wolf, of the Erlinger Syndicate. Wolt, as 
1 understand it, with one or two New York 
friends, will own a large interest in the Mir- 
ror. The paper will be thoroughly inde- 
pendent, and will be after the style of the 
New York Sun in point of size and general 
make-up. Cole Hoge is nowin New York 
purchasing an outfit, and it is thought that 
the new enterprise will be gotten under 
headway in about a month. The demand 
for a new paper was created by the mer- 
chants of Atlanta, who believe that newspa- 
pers do more than anything else to build up 
a city.

HERE AND THERE. 


Opportunities and Obstacles in Public 
Life in America and in Eagland. 
London Spectator. 

Within the past twenty-one years three 
American Presidents have attracted English 
attention to such a degree that their histories, 
their characters, and their faces have been as 
familiar in this country as any Cabinet Min- 
ister’s: Englishmen know Mr. Lincoln, 
Gen. Grant, and Gen. Garfield as they know 
Sir Robert Peel, Lord Clyde, or Mr. Forster. 
Not one of the three has been a man of 
fortune, or has, indeed, possessed anything 
like a competence, while two have died poor 
men. Mr. Lincoln, until his election, lived 
upon his earnings as a lawyer; and when he 
died, after four years of the Presidency, he 
left his widow so little that a subscrip- 
tion was raised for her by his friends, 
and an application was made to Con- 
gress for a pension. Gen. Grant, when he 
was called to active service, was far from 
prosperous—had, indeed, scareely anything 


except his income from a small business— 


and, though he has received large gifts and 
has enjoyed the highest salary given in the 
Union for eight years, he has still to supple- 
ment his pension by work as chairman of 
Gen. Garfield, when he died, 
was found to be possessed of £5,000, consist- 

chiefly of a farm, probably over-valued, 
of 120 acres, which he cultivated himself: 
out of his salary as President he had effected 
an insurance for £5,000 more, but even with 
that addition the whole property left behind 
him was only £10,000, The facts are interest- 
ing for two reasons: They show that the pur- 


suit of politics in America, even when the 


politician is successful, is not for an honest 
man a paying profession, and that careers are 
really open in the United States, not only to 
the lowly born, but to the poor. 

A very large section of American poli- 
ticians live on their salaries. There is no 
more pressure on them in Washington to 
live expensively than there is on Irish mem- 
bers in London; their salariesfare not illiber- 
al, mileage being taken into account, in that 
country of magnificent distances; and they 
have, we presume, that fearlesness of the 


pecuniary future which, more than any other 


differentiates Americans from 
Europeans. Society such as they wish does 
not care about their means, and does not 
consider that a poor man is more likely to be 
bribed than a rich one. It trusts Garfield, 
indeed, before Gould. In England the mem- 
ber cannot live without money of nis 
own at all, as there is no _ salary 
for him to receive, and, practically, 
if a very poor man and married. 
finds the position nearly intolerable. More 
or less, in spite of character and ability, and 
even success, if he has not £1,200 a year from 
some source or other, the rich distrust him 
and the poor despise him, and he is hampered 
atevery turn. His want of means is not 
thrown in his teeth, as want of birth is, but 
itis quietly reckoned against him, like an 
unsafe seat or an old political escapade. It 
would in practice be impossible for a man in 
Gen. Garfield’s pecuniary position, with a 
wife and two sons, unless he were an Irish 
member, to retain his seat in Parliament 
without office tor any length of time. With 
only £250 a year, anda house to keep up, his 
nerve would break down under the cab difti- 
culty, and the worry of knowing that a disso- 
lution, which even well-to-do membérs feel 
keenly, might be fatal to him. 


BAY-BOTTOM TREASURE. 


A Schooner Down the Delaware with 
Divers and Depth-Exploring Equip- 
ments—Stories of Lost Milllons—now 
a Professed Gold-Finder, with Lo- 
cators, Mas Overcome Credulity. 

Philadelvhia Times, Oct. 25. 
It is believed that the schooner Mary D. 

Leech, chartered by the International Sub- 

marine Company, which includes among its

ris, Tasker & Co., and Charles F. Pike, who 
is also a Philadelphian, has a far different 
purpose from the one ostensibly pursued. 
‘There is a curious chain of circumstances to 
strengtnen the belief that instead of search- 
ing fur acargo of pig-iron the schooner which 
is now cruising about the Delaware Break- 
water, with divers and a splendidly-equipped 
wrecking apparatus aboard. is really seeking 
for the sunken treasure-ships which are 
known to bein the bay. ‘There are authen- 
tic records of the loss.of two such vessels, 
one of them a British man-of-war, named 
the Braak, which capsized near the close of 
the Revolutionary War, with a cargo of gold 
and silver said to amount to $2,500,000, and 
the other the Gloire, a French frigate, which 
ran aground about the year 1780 and from 
which gold to the amount of 1,200,000 livres 
was reported to have been thrown overboard 
to save it from the English fleet, which had 
chased the vessel past the Capes. 

It appears that in the year 1877 a number of
